SECRETARY SHERMAN. 

: MIS SPERCE AT HARRISBURG. 

HaRnissvrna, Pa., Nov. 2.—Secretary Sherman 
made a speech here to-night. He said the Re- 
bellion bad been crushed, but the spirit which 
animated it had not been eradicated, and to-day 
millions of people in the South were denied 
their rights,—a deciaration which would oe 
verified by the elections on Tuesday next. Ku- 
Klux marauders had roved over communities, 
driven nerroes beiore them, and committed 
many murders for opinion’s sake, and now as 
effective but a milder sort of intimidation pre- 
vailed. For three weeks, in several States, the 
Democrats had been terrorizing the negroes to 
prevent them from voting their opinions. 

Reference was made to the ** Anderson-Sher- 
man letter, which was 

PRONOUNCED A FORGERY, 
known to prominent Democrats, who had sup- 
the fact to his injury. 

Alluding to the cipher dispatches, the Secre- 
tary said the Democrats had endeavored to buv 
the Electoral votes of three States, and the 
people would never be satisfied unt! they got at 
the bottom of the villainy.

The Marquis of Lorne’s Suite—Advices from 
the Northwest—Sitting-Ball—The Buffaio 
—Maj. Walsh's Escape from Assassination 
Canadian History. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Orrawa, Nov. 2.—A special cablegram states 
that the following will compose the personnel 
of the Marquis of Lorne’s suite: Maj. De Win- 
ton, the Governor-General’s Secretary; the 

Hon. Col. Littleton, Military Secretary; the 


Hon. Mr. Montar, Comptroller; the Hon. Mr. 
H of the Scotts Fusileers Guards, and 
Cavt. Chatter, of the Ninety-First Regiment, 
Aides-de-Camp. Lady Sophia MacNamara will 
accompany the Princess Louise. 

Capt. John McIntyre, Factor of the Hudson's 
Bay Company at Fort William, is in the city. 
He confirms the report relative to the rapid 
progress on the Thunder Bay Branch of tbe 
Pacific Railway. The mouth of the Kaminis- 
tiquia River has been deepened, and there is 
pow fourteen feet of water there. Settlers 
have been rapidly coming into the townships 
about Thunder. Bay of late, and the grain-crop 
this year was far ahead of anything in the older 
sections, while timothy from tive to six feet 
high was to be seen. 

Mr. Edwin Allen, the newly-appointed Do- 
minion Agent for the Southern District of the 
Northwest Territory, aud Deputy inspector of 
the Mounted Volice at Fort Walsh, is here on 
business. He vas been stationed in the Nortb- 
west for five years. and leit there on the 5th of 
October last. He gives some interesting infor- 
mation concerning the Lone Land. 

At Fort Walsh, besides the Mounted Police 
barracks, there is now a settiement of oar or 
fiity trading-posts and houses. There is also a 
large floating population of half-breeds, who ip 
the winter occupy log huts and in the spring go 
on hunting expeditions. The police raised large 
quantities of potatoes agd vegetables this sea- 
son. The climate ts & , and the soil excel- 
lent. Fort McLeod is 180 miles from Fort 
Walsh, and is situated at the foot of the Porcu- 
pine Hiils, which form the base of the 
Rocky Mountains. It is surrounded by 
a very fine agricultural country, suitable for 

rains or stock-raising, and equal to any land in 

ontario. About 100 houses, occupied by whites. 
have been erected this summer. Fort McLeod 
settlement is somewhat larger than Fort Walsh. 
Wood-Mountain ost is Maj. Walsh’s present 
beadquarters. It is 175 miles east of Fort 
Walsh, and eighty miles north of the Missouri 
River. It is situated on the open prairie, and 
forms the rayge of the hostile Sioux. Sitting- 
Bull's camp is bere. It consists of 500 lodges. 
There is alo a large settlement of hali-breeds at 
this point, 
Sittiog-Bull is peaceably inclined at present, 
and appears to be desirous of obeying Canadian 
laws. The only trouble is with the young bucks, 
who are continually stealing horses from the 
American side, aad exchanging them to avoid 
detection. 
Since the advent of the hostile Sioux, the buf- 
falo have chosen an entirely different direction 
Iq pasture. ‘Two years ago, in this district, the 
% passed through herds of buffalo 200 miles 
in breadth, now these buffalo are scattered in 
ever direction over the prairies: some bave 
gone south, and crossed the Missouri, where 
they have not been seen for years previous; 
others have crossed the North Sasketcbewan. 
The buffalo are farther east than they have been 
fur twenty years, and the Rocky Mountains 
only prevent their migration westward. Buf- 
falo-meat is becoming so scarce that in a few 
years the future of the Indians will become an 
important sudject of consideration forthe Do- 
minion Government. The Indians will have to 
be encouraged to abandon their nomadic pur- 
suits, and adopt those of agriculturists. Some 
of the Indian tribes—the Aé&sinibones, Sal- 
teaux, aod Crecs—have become impressed 
with the inevitableness of this state 
of affairs, and requested Maj. Walsh 
to petition the Government to assist them in 
following agricultural pursuits. No response 
had been received from the Government. At 
present there is no fear of an outbreak of war, 
notwithstanding sensational reports to the con- 
trary. 

Maj. Allen gives the following true account 
of Maj. Walsu's escape from assassination by 
the ludians: A few months ago, a hunting 
party of fifteen or twenty braves from the 
hostile Sioux camp went two miles across the 
American boundary in search Qf buffalo-meat. 
While there, the party met tw&young bucks 
belonging to their own camp, with five or six 
head of horses Which they had stolen. One of 
the young bucks was the son-in-law of a mem- 
ber of the bunting party, and be was asked 
by his relative where he got his 
horses. He explained that he had 
found them; and his relative angrily 
replied: ‘*You lie! You stole those horses.”’ 
He then knocked his son-in-iaw’s brains out with 
his war club. The surviving buck, seeing the 
Sioux were angry. rode off some distance, and 
shouted: Lou have killed my comrade. Now 
I will go and kill Maj. Walsh.“ The party pur- 
sued bim; but, his horse being fleeter than 
theirs, he distanced them. He was subsequent- 
ly captured in the Ogallaila-Sioux camp, where 
he bad taken refuge. Sitting-Bull took him a 
prisoner to Wood-Mountain Post, Maj. Walsh’s 
headquarters, and offered to deliver him for ex- 
ecution, or, if Maj. Walsh preferred, he would 
do the executing himself. Maj. Walsh replied 
that he entertained no fear of personal injury 
from the young man, and asked that he be re- 
leased. There was no doubt that the Indian 
would have assassinated Maj. Walsh at the time, 
but the fearless conduct of the commander oi 
the police removed his misplaced anger. 

The crime of the old Indian, in killing his 
son-in-law, was committed op American terri- 
tory, beyond the jurisdiction of the Northwest 
Mounted Police. In explanation of the rash 
crime, the old Indian said that, when the camp 
came to the land of their Great White Mother, 
they promised to refrain from horse-stealing, 
internecine quarreis, and murder, and to obey 
the laws of the country. The old menof the 
camp were earnestiv trving to do so, aud desired 
to live in peace and raise their families; but a 
few young men were disobeying these instruc- 
tions, creating disturbances, and thus imperil- 
ing the safety of the whole camp.

CROATIAN ENTHUSIASM FOR BOSNIA. 

Vrewna, Oct. 17.—The Croatian Diet has had 


the first opportunity of giving its ogjnion about 
the occupation. The opportunity was given ip 
the address which bad to be drawn up io reply 
to the opening speech. In this address the oc- 
capation is hailed with enthusiasm, and in it is 
seen the tormation of the future greatness of 
the monarchy, and at the same time a stey in 
fulfillment of the oath of coronation of the 
Kings of Hungary and Croatia, by which the, 
promise to recover ali the lands lost by 
the adversity of times. The carrying out 
of the great task undertaken by the oc- 
cupation of Bosnia is, according to the. ad- 
dress, only possible if Croatia, Slavonia, and 
Dalmatia are united, and if the organization of 
the occupied province be gradually so shaped as 
to fit into this framework. The union of all 
these countries is considered as the strongest 
bulwark for the southeastern frontier of the 
monarchy. Already in Committee, where the 
address was first discussed, and later in the 
Louse, several of the more sober members tried 
to draw attention to the fact that the Croatian 
Diet was going rather too lar in thus speak- 
ing of the question of Bosnia. They pointed out 
that Europe had indeed given the mission to 
Austria-Hungary to occupy Bosnia, and to ad- 
minister it, but has not spoken yet as to what is 
to be done with that country to future, 
THE WORK OF PACIFICATION. 

Gen. Jovanovics telegraphs from Mostar that 
his return there with a portion of the troops 
was quite a triumph. Deputations from the 
district traversed waited on the road to express 
their gratitude. There were, besides, deputa- 
tions irom Stolatz, Nevesivje, Buna; snd num- 
bers of inhabitants of all confessions accompa- 
nied the troops part of the way. In Mostar, 
the Christian, the Mussulman, and the Jewish 
communities had each erected a triumpaal 
arch. Everywhere satisfaction was ex- 
successful accomplisn- 
ment of the work of occupation and the 
hope for a better future. Having as- 
sembled all the deputations in the Konak, the 
General thanked them for the ovation, which 
was received with cheers for the Emperor. In 
the evening the town was illuminated, and 
masses of people traversed the streets in per- 
fect order, accompanying the playing of the 
Austrian National Anthem with their cheers. 
As the struggle in the Herzegovina has been far 
less violent than in Bosnia, it is but natural 
that the pacification should progress there more 
rapidly; but, according to the news from the 
Drina frontier, the Servian frontier authorities 
are combining measures with the Austrian mili- 
tary authorities for the repatriation of the in- 
surgents who, after crossing over, were relegat- 
éd % Sabac, Losnica, and Valjevo. In the 


course of a week, 3,000 wiil be sent back, who 


are quite destitute, and must be cared for until 
they reach their homes. A good many of those 
who had the means have aiready found their 
way back. 
HOW THE AUSTRIAN SOLDIERS TREATED THE 
REBEL TURKS. 
The foliowing extracts are from a letter writ- 


ten to my dear, good mother”’ by a soldier of 


the Archduke Joseph's regiment of -iofantry, 
and printed in the J’esther Lloyd. After de- 
scribing the action fought at Glasinatz on the 


Aist of last month, aud in which his regiment 


was engaged, the writer continues: ‘* Follow- 
ing in pursuit of the enemy, we arrived ata 
large isolated house. We broke open the door 
and rushed in. Inside we found two men and a 
number of women. Continuing our search we 
discovered two muskets. This sufficed for us 
to at once cut down the men. Our Lieutenant 
then gave us permission to plunder. I, for my 
part, at once looked about for gold of silver 
ornaments, and succeeded in tinding some gold 
and silver coins, as well as some paper money. 
In one room of the house a large amount of 
linen, skins, furs, etc., were piled up, and every 
one helped himself to what he liked best. I 
took some silk handkerchiefs, four red caps, 
twenty eggs, bread, and a pound or two of but- 
ter. All the women had run together into one 
room. Wefoundthem out, and, as we were 
curious to see what Turkish women were like, 
we tore the veils off their faces. As I was 
searching about the house I saw some of the 
Hungarian soldiers cleverly pulling the rings 
off the fingers and the ornaments out of the 
ears of the women. Some of them also tore 
the bodices off the women because they were 
richly embroidered with gold. After we had 
wrecked the /ouse we were going to set it on 
fire: but we did not, because somebody said 


shat we had better leave it for our comrades 
following us to finieh plundering it.

Adam, the Opposition whip,” is a man of 
sound political training and special Indian expe- 
rence, wnose opinion has weight with members 
iu a division; and, therefore, whatever he may 
say on this subject deserves attention. Now, 
he is revorted to have said the other day that it 
was most dangerous, our venturing beyond 
that impregnable  mountain-barrier which 
bounded our Indian Empire.” I would 
ask, What impregnable mountain-barrier 
bounds our Eastern Empire against 
Atghanistan,—that is, against Russia! The 


Spectator has, indeed, during the last’ three or 
four years repeatedly asserted that Afghanistan 
lies beyond the Himalayas; but now. in order 
to support its argument for throwing the cost 
of the present war on India, it states truly that 


it lies witnin the Indian mountain-girdle of the | 


Himalayas (the Hivdoo Koosh section),—a fact 
which, Lowever, does not bring it one whit 
within our indiap ‘‘irontiers.’’ Afghanistan, 
tne Cabul Valley, is but the upper dominating 
section of the lodus basin, and strategically 
and historicaliy, as well as physically, part aud 
parcel of Indi. Afghanistan is. in fact, the 
India of Alexander, who never in an easterly 
direction got very much beyond Afghanistan. 
t was always part and parcel of 
India in Buddhistic and early Hin- 
doo times; and tbe first Mohammedan 
dynasties of India not only conquered, but 
ruled, India from Afghanistan. The Cabul 
Valley, in fact, so completely commands the 
lower valley of the Indus, tne plains of the 
Puujaub and Scinde, that the very presence of 
a powerful and aggressive enemyia Aighan- 
istan would compel us either to dislodge him, 
or abandon Peshawur and fortify the line of the 
ludus,—an impossible frontier, strategically, 
financially, and morally. A Berlin telegram 
lately informed us that this is the opinion of 
the highest military experts of Berlinand St. 
Petersburg. It is said to be their opinion that 
the mere presence of a Russian agent in Cabul 
will force us at length to fall back from Pesha- 
wur behind the Indus,—a frontier which sum: 
less millions could, pot convert into a military 
defense, and our retirement on which would be 
morally eautvalent Ao an abandonment of all 
pretense of enrpire in India.

THE VATICAN. 
TWO THOUSAND SPANISH PILGRIMS, 

Roux, Oct. 17.—Phis morning the Spanish pil- 
grime, to the number of upwards of 2,000, of 
both sexes and ail classes of society, assembled 
at St. teter’s to hear mass celebrated by Cardi- 
nal Borromeo. After listening to a sermon 
preached by the Bishop of Sea d' Urgel, they 
went ot processignally and singing. They 
then passed into jhe Vatican by the bronze 
gates, and assembled in the Sala Ducale and the 
continguous halls opening from it, the great 
Sala being insufficient to contain the crowd. 
Shortly after midday the Pope entered, accom 
panied by seventeen Cardinals, the Patriarch 
of Venice, ten Bishops, the Vicar Apos- 
tolle of Sweden, the Apostolic Prefects 
of Denmark apd Schieswig-Holstein, 
Prince lKuspoli, the Master of the Holy 
Hospital, and the whole Pontifical Court; and, 
after having taken his seat upon the Throne, an 
address was read in the Spanish language by 
the Bishop of Huesca, to which his Holiness re- 
plied. After the Pope haa imparted his Apos- 
tolic benediction, the leaders of the pilgrimage 
aud the delegates.of the different dioceses and 
Catholic associations represented pressed for 
ward to kiss the Pontitk's feet, and lay there 
considerable sums of money for the Obolo of 
St. Peter, inclosed in elegant caskets, while at 
the same time the pilgrims intoned a hymn en- 
titled “ Professione de Fede.”’ The Spanish 
nobility was represented by the Duke of Sol- 
ferino, the Count de Centellos, Grandee of 
Spain of the First Class, and ot her distinguished 
personages. Among the prelates in attendance 
on bis Holiness was Dr. Healy, Bishop of Port 
land, in the United States.

RESURRECTIONIS TS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


BurRLineTon, Ia., Nov. 2.—The details of the 
grave-robbery at Beacon, Ia., briefly mentioned 
in my telegram last nicht, are as follows: About 
the Ist of October Dr. Mackey, of Keokuk, 
brought to the depot at Beacon a barrel, which 
he claimed to contain pickled pork, and wished 
to have forwarded to Keokuk. The Station- 
Agent at Beacon had suspicions as to the con- 
4ents of the barrel, and quietly resolved to be 
on the lookout in future. On the 29th ult. a 
package similar to the first was brought for 
shipment by the same party, and was duly 
forwarded. Ov Thursday morning, before day- 
light, two oil barrels were unloaded on the 


depot platform, which Dr. Mackey desired to 
have shipped to his address at Keokuk. In- 
stead of forwarding both barrels, the Agent put 
one of them into the freight-house for examina- 
tion. That nicht the Agent, in company with 
the telegraph operator and the Postmaster at 
Beacon, proceeded to the freight-house and 


opened the barrel, and found it to contain a hu- 


man body, which they at once recognized as 
that of John Hyves, who was buried at Beacon 
on Tuesday last. They then headed up the 
barrel and forwarded it to its destination. Yes- 
terday the Station-Agent consulted Col. Fyffe,the 
attorney of the road, and through him succeed- 
ed in preventing the delivery of the chastly 

ackage to Dr. Mackey, who had preceded it to 

Leokuk. The friends of the deceased were 

notified, and they at once telegraphed the 
authorities at Keokuk to arrest Mackey and de- 
tain him until they could reach there. 

The people ip the vicinity of Beacon are in a 
terrible state of excitement, asthe repeated 
similar shipments leave no doubt of the exist- 
ence in tne neighborhood of an organized body 
of resurrectionists. The people are determiued 
to bring the guilty parties to justice. 

The greatest excitement prevailed at Beacon 
all day to-day. Squads of meu had been at 
work in the surrounding cemeteries opening 
graves to ascertain whether or not the remains 
of their deceased friends had been removed. 
No new discoveries are so farreported. Several 
parties suspected of complicity are closely 
watched. If ther should be positive proof of 
guilt of any man discovered there will uudoubt- 
edly be a lynching.

Kgoxkuk, la., Nov. 2,—Apother case of body- 
snatching has just been brought to tight in this 
city. On Thursday morning two barrels were 
shipped from Beacon, on the Keokuk & Des 
Moines division of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacitic Raiiroad. They were bilied as merchan- 
dise, and directed to A. Mackey, Keokuk, Ia. 
The shipment of similar packages previously 
led the agent to suspect that something was 
wrong, so he forwarded one of the barrels, 
rolled the other into the depot, and when night 
came opened it. .The barrel was found to 
contain a dead body, which was identified 
as that of a young man named 
John Hynes, who was buried near Beason on 
4— The barrel was headed up again, sent 
forward, and preceded by a telegram to hold it 
and arrest Mackey, the party to whom it was 

addressed. Mackey was arrested last night and 
lodged in the boote.“ He declares it was a 
put-up job on him, but as he delivered the bar- 
rels at the station, and gave directions about 
their shipment, there is uo quostion as to his 
complicity. He has been practicing medicine at 
Beacon for the past two vears, but since the 
opening of the Medical College here in October 
he has been attending lectures. | 

The barrel arrived here this morning. This 
afternoon the body of Hynes was placed in a 
coffin and buried. When taken out it presented 
a shocking spectacle. The pants had been re- 
moved and the partially nude body which had 
been doubled up and thrown into the barrel, 
had been considerably battered and bruised by 

he first bar- 
rel that arrived was taken by Mackey’s direc- 
tion to the Medical College, where it now is. 
The officers of the College disclaim any knowl- 
edge of the contents of the barrel, or the 
source from which it came. They are in the 
habit of purchasing subjects, and suppose this 
one was taken there to be sold, but they bad 
pot purchased or taken charge of it as yet. They 
express a willingness to turn it over to the par- 
ties claiming it. 

The Sheriff of Mohaska County will arrive 
here in the morning, and will take charge of 
Mackey and the “ie bods, and take them 
back to Oskaloosa.

En- 
gland is more wasteful by reason of being more 
prejudiced than America in this matter. In one 
day in England a cook will consume more fuel 
and produce less good dinners than a French 
cook will in a mouth of superb cooking! Count 
Rumford laid down practical rules by which a 
dinner for 1,000 persons could be excellently 
well cooked and served at a cost of 10 cents! 
Now this process is improved upon, and a din- 
ner for 1,500 persons can be weil cooked at a 
fuel expeuse uf five cents!

THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITIZENSHIP. 

It is humiliating to confess, but it cannot 
be truthfully denied, that the sense of the 
responsibility that attaches to American citi- 
zenship has been dulled and deadened during 
these late years. Politics has come to be re- 
garded as a trade in which only adventurers 
and bummers engage, and the very men who 
should most sensibly feel the duty of taking 
part in the choice of public servants have ac- 
quired the habit of scoffing at elections and 
depreciating the privilege of voting, It is

We are all fond of 
boasting from time to time of Amer- 
ican citizenship, and the most in- 
different can find some gratification 
in the thought that he is one of a self-gov- 
erning people ; but it is impossible to recon- 
cile pride of this kind with habitual disre- 
gard of the first duty and highest privilege 
of citizenship in a free country. We are not 
self-governing if we do not choose the agents 
who administer public affairs, and we do not 
choose such agents when we permit cliques 
or rings to run dur elections, or when knaves 
determine the result by stuffing ballot-boxes, 
or when the respectable and responsible 
citizens surrender election-day into the hands

| the financial policy of the nation, will be de- 


termined by this year’s election. Every 
vo er in Chicago has a voice in the choice of 
a Congressman, and of members of the Leg- 
islature who elect the next United States 
Senator from this State. Two responsible 
State offices are to be filled. The important 
position of Sheriff, closely related to the ad- 
ministration of justice in this county, is also 
in contest. The County Legislature will be 
governed by the five Commissioners to be 
chosen this fall, for they will probably con- 
stitute the balance of power. The people must 
determine whether or not the County Board 
shall be permitted to borrow three-quarters 
of a milhon to spend in addition to the 
$1,600,000 of current revenue this next year. 
Thus the election presents as wide a scope 
as any election which does not involve the 
Presidency of the United States, and the 
duty of every citizen to use his influence and 
cast his vote according to his conscience and 
best judgment is imperative. No private 
business or consideration of personal con- 
venience can excuse the refusal to give the 
little time necessary to the discharge of this 
duty. 

This appeal should find a special response 
from those who are accustomed to vote the 
Republican ticket. It is a notorious fact 
that the irresponsible classes have possessed 
themselves of the control of the Democratic 
party in this county, and that they have dic- 
tated for the most part conspicuously unfit can- 
didates for Congress, for the Legislature, and 
the county offices. The Republican ticket, 
on the other hand, with the exception of one 
or two nominations like that of Grorcr 
Wir, commands the confidenge and re- 
spect of the community. The connty is Re- 
publican, and it is only necessary to bring 
out the full vote to insure the election of the 
ticket.

BLACKMAILING IN THE SHERIF}"S OFFICE. 
One of the strongest reasons Way Sheriff 
Kern should not be re-elected Jill be ap- 
parent to any one who has read he inter- 
view between a representative or ne Tam- 
UNE and a prominent attorney of this city, 
which was printed in our issue oj «jesterday, 
relative to the extortionate andzunlawful 
charges of Bailiffs for 3 ser™- 
ices, In that interview it is c ed that 
there is not a reputable law-firm:jnéthis city 
that does a large business but nad paid extras 
to these Deputies for performing ‘gervice in 
order to have the service execu G. vith dis- 
patch; that during the admiristfation of 
Sheriff Kenn juries have grown/‘worse and 
worse, and that there are * own 
b line of 
legal business; that these juriagv@re com- 
posed of the meanest riff-raff of ‘the.saloons 
and alleyways; and that in al} bases the 
Sheriff demands an indemnity bond, which 
is not according to law, as the law requires 
an indemnity bond only where the title of 
ownership of property is in dispufe.s 

The complaint which this attorney makes 
is one that has become notorious; and the 
results of such mismanagement and cor- 
ruption are observable every day in our 
Courts. It has become a matter of public 
notoriety that it is only the favorite lawyers 
of the Bailiffs, or lawyers whose power and 
influence are dreaded by the Sheriff, who 
have been able to get their business prompt- 
ly executed. It is notorious that certain 
lawyers secure employment because they 
can fix juries, pack them with professional 
bummers, and control their verdicts. It has 
become notorious that in certain classes of 
cases amanis compelled to hire these cor- 
rupt lawyers, else he will find the jury fixed 
against him. To get a verdict, it is necessary 
to employ one of these shysters who can 
control certain Bailiffs, who in turn have a 
constituency of professional, salaried, bum- 
mer jurymen, 

But, say Sheriff Kern and his Bailiffs, 
why are the names of lawyers who complain 
of blackmail not given? For the best reason 
in the world) If they should give their 
names, and Kern should be re-elected, they 
would be persecuted to the end of his term. 
Juries would be packed against them. Their 
papers would not be served with the prompt- 
ness required by law. Their businegs would 
be crippled. They would literally be 
slaughtered by the mercenary wretches 
whose nominations for deputyships Sheriff 
Kern has publicly promised to the bummers 
in case he is elected. Their bread and butter 
depend upon their profession, and they 
cannnot afford to lose their business. If it 
were not for this,—if it were not that they

The crowning fraud of the local campaign 
is the determination of the Democratic Com- 
mittee to print on their tickets Vor the is- 
sue of $750,000 of county bonds.” This is 
the kind of proposition which, if it had any 
merit, ought to be submitted to the people 
with tickets bearing both ‘‘For” and 
Against,“ in order that every voter might 
easily and conveniently scratch off one word 
or the other, and cast his ballot according to 
his convictions. But the Democratic mana- 
gers propose to crowd the proposition down 
the throats of their voters in the interest of 
the County Ring. This action ought to in- 
fluence a good many Democratic taxpayers 
to vote the Republican ticket, and those who 
are not prepared to go this length ought at 
least to take the pains to blot out the dis- 


| reputable vote which the Ring is trying to 


dictate to them, and cast their voice against 
the issue of bonds. , 
This question of issuing county bonds is 
by no means a party question. It affects 
Democrats, Republicans, Greenbackers, and 
Socialists alike, to the extent that they pay 
taxes. It is an expedient for furnishing the 
Ring with 4 fund of $750,000 in addition to 
the 51, 600%000 which the tax-levy and re- 
ceipts will yield them for the coming year. 
To vote the bonds asked for will enable the 
Ring to expend the full amount of the tax- 
levy and county revenue in maintenance of 
the county institutions and departments, 
though it js certain that from $300,000 to 
$500,000 conld be saved out of the general 
expenses for continuing the work on the 
Court-House if the moneys were econom- 
ically disbursed. To vote the bonds will cut 
into the taxpayers at both ends; the general 
tax-levy will be squandered, and the special 
fund will be plundered. The property of 
Cook County will be further mortgaged for 
three-quarters of a million dollars, and over 
$40,000 a year will be added to the annual 
expenses in the shape of increased interest. 
The members and beneficiaries of the Ring 


urge that work on the Court-House must 


cease unless the bonds are voted. This is 
false. The same statement was made a year 
ago when the Ring asked the people to vote 
the bonds, and after the people refused to 
vote the bonds the King found means for 
saving enough out of tlhe General Fund for 
continuing the work. The same result can 
be brought about this year by the same 
means. The County Board have this year 
actually appropriated the entire tax-levy for 
routine expenses, and propose to expend, in- 
cluding the receipta from fees, not less than 
$1,300,000, outside of the interest on the 
present indebtedness.’ Now, the appropria- 
tions for last year were only $700,- 
000, and those ‘of the year before 
still less. It is true that, during 
these two years, about $750,000 were ex- 
pended over and aboye the appropriations in 
extravagance and Court-House extras; 
but such expenditures were illegal, and fraud- 
ulent, and unnecessary, and they certainly 
furnish no reasonable basis for estimating 
the general expenses of the coming year still 
higher. In 1874 the general expenses of the 
County Government were only $576,000 for 
the same service on which the Board designs 
squandering $1,300,000 this year; yet in 
1874 the entire line of purchases and wages 
was 33 per cent higher than now. In 1874 
the taxpaying property was valued at 8318, 
822,573, or more than twice as much as it is 
now, and property-owners were better able 
to pay $2 tax at that time than $1 now; yet 
now they are asked to pay more than $2 
where they then paid $1. Could the un- 
scrupulous greed of the present County Ring 
be more vividly exposed than by this single 
circumstance 4

REFORM THE COUNTY BOARD. 

Ten years ago the people of this city and 
county were robbed and plundered by a 
local government known as the Board of 
Supervisors. This was a numerous body, 
including forty-eight or fifty members. 
So scandalous had this Government be- 
come that, when a new Constitu- 
tion was adopted in 1870, there 
was an unanimous appeal from this county 
to rid the people of the political deformity 
and the personal gang known as the ‘‘ Board 
of Supervisors.” The new Constitution pro- 
vided for aspecial county government, to con- 
sist of fifteen Commissioners, ten of whom 
were to be elected in the city. There was 
great rejoicing over the deliverance, and the 
people of the city took especial pains to elect 
first-class citizens to the new Board. Both 
parties bid for popular support by nominat- 
ing respectable and responsible men, and 
for a few years the Board of Commissioners 
was an honor to the city, and possessed 
unlimited public confidence. But the pfun- 
derers were not crushed. Gradually they 
elbowed the respectable’ citizens out 
of the Board, and put into their 
places a different class of men, including 
several who had been the worst members of 
the old Board of Supervisors. Corruption 
and dishonesty at once governed the 
new Board. The whole membership 
being small, it required only eight to rule, 
and, several small districts having been 
created, it was an easy job to elect sev- 
eral of the worst specimens from outside of 
the city, and for at least five years the County 
Board has been governed by an unscrupu- 
lous, dishonest, and corrupt majority. Its 
record since that diy has been a succession 
of scandalous abuse of power, reckless 
plunder of the public, wasteful extravagance, 
connivance with contractors, partnership in 
frauds, open robbery under the pretext of 
voting extras, and an addition to the annual 
public expenditure in the way of subsidy or 
gratuity to contractors and others sufficient 
to divide $100,000 among the majority of 
the Board in payment for their votes. 

Three years ago, Messrs. Parricx Cizary 
and Michal. Muiuoy were elected Commis- 
sioners from the city district. They have 
made a three years’ record, and what that 
record is may be judged from the fact that 
they were the unanimous choice for re-elec- 
tion of the scalawag class, of the plunder- 
ers of the County Treasury, of the claimants 
for extras and gratuities. They will get 
every vote of every bummer and vagrant 
who lives upon the public. They will get 
every vote that can be dug from the slums 
and the pest-houses of crime and vagrancy, 
pauperism, drunkennéss, and vice. They 
are the candidates of the party of plunder, 
robbery, and peculation. Every man who 
expects to rob the community by bribery and 
corruption will vote for Cizary and Mor- 
LOY, whose election is regarded in such cir- 
cles as essential to the system of plundering 
the County Treasury. 

The defeat of these two Commissioners 
may not reform the character of the prevail- 
ing majority in the Board, but it will be a 
valuable aid in sodoing. Next year four oth- 
er city members ‘will go ont, and if CLeary 
and Morror be beaten this year, a like suc- 
cess in the interest of public honesty next 
year will be sufficient to revolutionize the 
Board and restore it to the confidence it en- 
joyed some years ago, and make it what was 
intended it should be, a Board of honest, re- 
spectable, competent citizens, acting for the 
public good. To reform the Board the work 
must be done in detail; the people must 
elect honest and respectable Commissioners 
as tho places become vacant. Only two 
places. are vacant in the city district this 
year, and four will be vacant next year. Se- 
cure the two members in 1878, and then the 
change of four more in 1879, with the repu- 
table Commissioners holding over, will give 
an honest majority in the Board,—something 
it has not had for several years.

Mr. Darwm had spent fifteen years in the

AMONG TUE LAWYERS. 

The libel suit of J. C. P. Cottrill against the 
Daiiy Wisconsing has been before the County 
Court for a weék, and was concluded Thursday 
by a nominal verdict for the plaintiff, with dam- 
ages of six cents. It is a curious case. Three 
years ago an indiscreet German writer was em- 
ployed to write a Republican political pamphlet 
aud procure it printed in that Janguage. He 
embodied a chapter containing an attack on the 
Catholics, which was at once translated into En- 
glish. In a speech in the Third Ward (Irish and 
Catholic), Mr. Cottrill denounced this pamphlet, 
and used it tothe best effect, before his par- 
ticular audience. The next day the Wisconsin 
sharply criticized the speech, and assailed 
Cottrill cunningly, charging him with introduc- 
ing the religious element into political 
discussion, and he in turn brought the 
suit for libel, claiming $25,000 damages. It has 
been to the Supreme Court on demurrer 
twice, and both decisions were adverse tv the 
defendaut. Our Supreme Court is decidedly on 
the high horse as regards libel, interpreting 
the law rigorously, always against the 
press, and has repeatedly aflirmed judgments 
for libels which were mere political attacks. 
One of these judgments 17 against J. A. 
Noonan, and iu favor of W. K. Wilson, for $3,000. 
Another was some years ago against Berian 
Brown and his assistant editor for a smaller 
sum. So they held closely in this case. At the 
recent trial W. E. Cramer, the veteran editor 
of the Wisconsin, was sworn, and on his oath 
stated what are very wuq;esome doctrines 
about the law of libel, but they are too tar 
advanced for the Supreme C¢art and Legisia- 
ture of this State. N

POLICING THE STREUTS. 

In some respects the police duty of Milwaukee 
is well done, but in other respects it is very 
poorly done. Open and aggressive crime is 
closely watched, and but few enormittes occur. 
But in the small things which make up the law 
and order of acity there are many omissions. 
Part of the fault is, doubtiess, due to the lim- 
ited police force. Less than sixty men are on 
active duty, half of them for day service and 
half for night service. Inthe central wards 
there are but two roundsmen foreach. At each 
of the bridges there is usually a policeman, 
but some of them do their work 
very inefficiently. There ie one bad 
eyesore. South of Menomonee street 
bridge, which is often open, long strings of 
street-cars, wagons, carriages, and buggics are 
frequently formed.

must take their turn after it is closed. But it 
happens with an uncornfortable frequency that 
the heavy freight wagous from the railroad 
Warehouses west of the street form a wing line 
of their own, and as they catch a light buggy 
or carriage on the approach to the bridge, they 
crowd it out of line, stop the progress of all the 
teams behind, and usurp the roadway across the 
bridge to which they are not entitied.

Especially at the Wiscon- 
sin-street crossings, pedestrians have often to 
fly for their hves to escape the heofs of horses 
and the wheels of buggies, The majority of 
these fast drivers are women, who get out their 
family borse, and send him on an irrepressible 
— trot over crossings and down the 
pavements, careless and thoughtless, not only 
of able-bodied men in their way, but of women 
and children. Does a woman at the end of a 
pair of reins take a malicious delight in seeing a 
well-dresse¢c sister drop her trail, squat as if to 
dodge a cannou-shot, and then run in rude, un- 
graceful style to the nearest curbstone as a 
place of safety!

Notwithstanding the clear statement that bas 
been made, and the absolute proof of the hon- 
esty of the position assumed by Hoffman, 
Kern’s organ bas not ceased its slanders, and 
it becomes necessary, therefore, once more, for 
the last time during this campaign, to refer to 
this subject, and to once more show so piainly 
that be who runs may read how there was 
nothing in Maj. Hoffman’s conduct during his 
two vears of service as West Town Collector 
which should alienate from him a single Re- 
publican voter. 

The collection of city taxes devolved for the 


first time upon Town Collectors in the winter. 


of 187576. At that time, David Hallinan was 
Collector in West Chicago. During the spring 
of 1876 the City Council passed an ordinance by 
which it gave to each of the Town Collectors 
2 per cept on city moneys collected as com- 


pensation for doing what was regarded as extra 
labor. Tue Town Board of West Chicago de- 
cided, after consultation, to turn over to Mr. 
Halltnan, the’ then Collector, this 2 per 
cent, apd he received it, it amount- 
ing to about $5,000. During the win- 
ter of 1876-77, Maj. Hoffman, who bad 
Deen elected in the spring of 1876, prepared to 
enter upon the discharge of his duties. He had 
a conversation with the mem of the Town 
Board,—Justices and Su r,—in the 
course of which he asked them about this 2 per 
ceut. They said to him: We don’t want n. 
You take it with the understanding that you 
are to pay out of it the heavy expenses of ad- 
vertising, sending out postal-cards,-etc.”” With 
that understanding he accepted it, and he lived 
up to his contract. He advertised in all the 
papers, English, German, Scandinavian, etc.;: 
he sent out postal-cards to the thousands of 
personal y taxpayers of his extensive 
district, extra cierks whose wages 
were paid 9 in this manner 
he spent 1 
cent. The Town Board had 
that the city was in — stress for money, 
L- might be as well to make 
a slight to latge taxpayers, in order to 
- induce them to come forward with more 
promptness. This he did, a pumber receiving 1 
per cent of their taxes in consideration of 
prompt payment. The City Treasurer and 
Comptroller were clamoring daily for money. 
Hoffman, as a citizen of Chicago, saw the 
gravity of the situation, and paid over, not 
week by week, as the law required, but when- 
ever he got any money. By means of his giving 
this rebate, considerable sums which would not 
in the ordinary course of business have reachcd 
the City Treasury until the books had been 
turned over to the County Collector, along in 
May, went into the City Treasurer’s bands in 
December and January.

The 
Town of South Chicago made a certain 
amount, but see what the City of 
Chicago has lost, for it must be uuderstood that 
tnat portion of the personal-property tax which 
the Town Collector returns to the County Col- 
lector as delinquent is rarely collected. Per. 
sonal property is very elusive in its nature, and 
it it contrives to escape the search of the lown 
Collector, especially when be is spurred on by 
the prospect of the 2per-cent commission, it is 
very apt to elude the vigilance of the County 
Collector. Personal property is burned up, its 
owners move away, and an uncollected tax 
of that kind doesn’t find its way on 
the next year’s warrant. Besides, even where 
the County Collector does collect, the city is out 
of the use of the money for the period between 
tne time when the Town Collector would bave 
collected it, bad he had any incentive to do so, 
and the time when it is paid over to the county 
officer. It will be seen from these figures, 
which tell their own story, that this policy of 
paying a Collector the same salary whether be 
be good or bad, whether his collections are large 
or small, is one most injurious to the city,

Aud now one word on the bond question. 
Maj. Hoffman had to givea bond of about 
$6,000,000. Mark Kimball's bond was given for 
Owing to the peculiar circum- 
stances attending his election, several individu- 
als, almost without his knowledge, united and 
went upon bis bond. He didn’t have to seek a 
bond. He was no under no obligation to any 
one for going on his bond. With Maj. Hoffman 
the case was somewhat different... These per- 
sons who went on his bond expected, as is the 
way of thé world, to receive something in re- 
turn, notin the way of money, but in the way 
of favors. They expected him to go 
upon their bonds. They claim the 
appointment = of Deduties, and while 
such claims have always deen refused 
where the parties were not the best of meu, 
yet it is very hard and unpleasant to give a neg- 
ative answer, even where it is necessary. 

it must be remembered also that Maj. Hoff- 
man made no money in the way of interest on 
any of these collections. The City Treasurer 
has large sums of money continually im bis 
bands, and it has been supposed that he re- 
ceiyed interest on his deposits. But Maj. Hoff- 
man turned over his collections almost daily; 
he certainly turned over at the end of each 
week whatever be haa in hand; and was there- 
fore unable, eve if so incliued, to get anything 
from the banks, in the way of interest on 
deposits. 

Under this interpretation of the law which 
limits a Collector to the stated pav of $1,500 it 
will be seen, therefore, that inasmuch as the 
Collector has to give a very heavy bond, which 
draws along with it contingent expenses and 
liabilities like those mentioned above, and inas- 
much as he is liable to pay for incidental ex- 
penses, and may possibly find himself subject to 
vexatious suits, it will be apparent that he will 
use no dilwence whatever in the discharge of his 
duties; that be will wait for money to be brought 
to him instead of seeking for it, for with every 
effort to bring in money his liabilities and his 
labors increase, with no corresponding remuner- 
ation; and that, as the final result, the city and 
other municipalities will collect nothing worth 
speaking of through the instrumentality of the 
Towa Collectors, and will not begin to get their 
revenues until the books are turned over to the 
County Treasurer along in May. Of the large 
sums which they have been in the habit cf re- 
ceiviog during December, January, Februarv, 
March, and April, they will see nothing until 
the verge of summer, 

In these simple statements of facts the intel- 
ligent voter will und the vindication of Maj. 
Hoffman. 


KERN RECOMMENDING JURORS. 

On various occasions during the present cam- 
paign Tas Trisune has called attention to the 
way in which the Sheriff’s office had interfered 
with the selection of juriesin the various courta. 
The greatest stress was laid upon the way in 
which jurors were selected in the County Court, 
because that one was more under the eye of the 
reporter than any of the others. [t was stated 
Low juries were made from lists kept in the 
Sheriff's office of penniless bummers, whose 
ouly value consisted in their votes, and whose 
only reward consisted in their appointment as 
jurors. It was intimated, on general belief, 
that something of the same system prevailed in 


the other courts, and certain extraordinary 
verdicts, where the juries appeared to have 
been influenced, and certainly belonged to a 
class of men who could be influenced, justitied 
this inference. Tut TRIBUNE now has in its 
hand the facis,—tne documents which prove be- 

ond question that not alone Deputies in the 

heriff’s office, not alone the Chief-Deputy- 
Sheriff, but even the Sheriff himself, bas had a 
finger in this pie; that he has suggested (and a 
suggestion is an order generally when made by 
an employer to an employe) that certain persons 
should be called as jurors, those persons being 
individuals who had begged employment of the 
Sheriff, and to whom he had no other emplov- 
ment that be could give. If ever there was an 
illustration of hypocrisy, it is furnished by the 
conduct of Kern, who hung the corridors of the 
City-Hall with placards threatening with 
arrest and fine apy person who should solicit 
employment as a juror, and yet who allowed 
himself to be daily entreated by bummers and 
scalawags for jury positions, and who, instead 
of turning them over to the officers of the law 
for puuishment, gave them letters of introduc. 
tion to his Bailiffs, with suggestions that they 
be found something to do. 

Is it any Wonder that the jury system is found 
to work badly Is it anyywonder that lawyers 
complain, as they did at the meeting of the Bar 
Association yesterday, when the very head and 
front of the law in the county, the Sheriff him- 
self, is responsible for this pollution of justice? 
It ought to be known to Sheriff Kern, as it is to 
every lawyer in Chicago, that a person who asks 
to be put on a jury simply in order that he may 
earn a little money is an unfit person for the 
place. Any man who will seek the position for 
$1.50 a day is, with hardly an exception, a per- 
sov who will for $5 or $10 give a verdict which- 
ever way he may be bought to do t. It is one 
of the most extraordinary and unheard-of oc- 
currences that a Sberiff should venture to vio- 
late the law which he ts bound to enforce, and 
to reward a herd of retainers, for whom he can- 
not find places as Deputies or Bailiffs, with 
positions as jurors. It is the Sheriff, then, 
who is directly responsible for the degra- 
dation of the jury system in Chicago. 
At his door should be laid every purchased ver- 
dict, for it is through him and his Deputies that 
men who can be p have found their way 
into the jury-box.

SOUTH-SIDE MASS-MEETING. 

A crowded and enthusiastic meeting of the 
voters of the Second Ward was held 
last evening in the headquarters of 
the Second Ward Republican Club, No. 
508 State street. Mr. M. A. Farwell, Chair- 
man of the Ciub, called the meeting to order 
and introduced Senator Oglesby, who was re- 
ceived witn much cheering. 

Senator Oglesby adverted briefly to the aims 
and objects of the Republican party. Its prin- 
ciples were equal rights, equal liberties, free- 
dom of speech, freedom of conscience, and 
freedom of man.

KERN AND THE IRISH. 

Sheriff Kern has stated in his reports that the 
Irish are criminals, not by accident or by force 
of circumstances, but by inheritance, and that 
they cannot be anything else. John Francis 
McUuire, member of the British Parliament for 
Cork, in bis work entitled. The Irish in Amer- 
ien,“ published in 1368, says: 

The Irish element figures unenviably ji - 
hee records and the inferior — the 
committais are more numerous than they should 
be in proportion to the numerical strength of the 
Irish population, But, painful as this fact 
is to the pride of those who love and 
honor their country, it is not without a consola- 
tory feature, viz.: the character of the offenses 
for which the Irish are made amenable to the law.

FRANK RIDDLE, 

The Hon. Frank Riddle addressed a large 
number of voters at Highland Park last even- 
ing. After referring to the interest excited by a 
general election, and its importance, he said that 
political life, to maintain its vitality, must be 
ever active. A State whose pulse was en- 
feebled, either by indifference or inactivity, was 
doomed to revolution, anarchy, and death. He 
then discussed the issues to be determined at 
the comingelection. Aside from the ascendency 
of the Solid South“ to power im the Govern- 
ment, there were the financial and labor prob- 
lems.. He adverted to the mischief done by the 
‘*flatists,’’ who were misied by not understand- 
ing the elementary principles of money and 
values. They do not remember that all ex- 
changes are made, both in theory and 
i fact, upon the basis of equvi- 
alents,—that one thing of value is given 
for another thing of equal value. A mere 
promise to pay value is not the value, avy more 
than the shadow of athing is the thing itself. 
As faith was lost in the ultimate redemption of 
a promise to pay, just so much would it be dis- 
credited and depreciated in value; and it made 
no difference whether the promise was made by 
an individual or a government. Gold and silver 
were values, No law could take aught away 
from them or add anything tothem. He opened 
out the theories of the fiatists, and showed the 
inevitable result, —panie and ruin to 
rich and poor, to the laborer and 
the capitalist. Money was not scarce, 
though the means and the values with which to 
buy it micht be. The true cause of the “bard 
times was the obligations with which men had 
burdened themselves in their wild zeal to grow 
rich in a day, when prices were high, and at an 
extravagantly fictitious value. A sound and 
stable currency was of the first importance to 
him who earned his bread with the sweat of his 
brow, for be was the most affected by sudden 
fluctuations in vaiues. He believed an era of 
more enduring prosperity was at hand. After 
telling wha. the Republican party had done since 
it has had control of the goverument, he asked 
ii there was anything in the records of the 
Democratic party which offered any greater 
safety or prosperity to national affairs, or any 
brighter hopes to the employment of labor and 
capital. lift he nation was on the road to finan- 
cial and commercial prosperity. any disturbance 
of the system by which we were reaching that 
end would be suicidal. If the positions assum- 
ed by the Republicans in 186i were just, an 
abandonment of them to-day was worse than 
mockery.

A TALK ABOUT JUDGE BRADWELL 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 2.—Judge Bradweil is anxious 

to represent the Second District inthe next 
Legislature. At all events, he haa covered the 
trees ‘and fences of the South Side with his 
cards and posters, and is endeavoring, by hold- 
ing meetings on Third and Fourth avenues, to 
establish himself as the candidate of certain 
colored voters of the district, who have been in- 
duced by him to desert the nominees of the Re- 
publican party. ‘The Judge has not hesitated 
heretofore, in running for the Legislature, anu 
for other offices, to avail himseif of the nomi- 
nating conventions of the Republican party; 
and we venture to say that if he were still re- 
siding on the West Side, and not on the South 
Side, where he has comparatively few friends, 
he would nut have discovered himself, at least 
before the nominating convention, to be 
an independent. The Judge is independ- 
ent, not from choice, but from necessity; his 
so-called call“ was got up by him after it be- 
came apparent that he could not get the nomi- 
nation of the Republican Convention, aud it is 
not so much a call of certain citizens upon the 
Judge to represent them in the Legislature as 
a call of the Judge upon those citizens to assist 
him into the Legislature. He pressed his own 
— long before any person had signed the 
call. 
Judge Bradwell bas a personal end in view in 
presenting himself as a candidate for the Leg- 
islature. His desire, whether nominated or not, 
is easily explained. The Chicago Legal News, 
which is edited by the Judge’s wife, Mrs. Myra 
Bradwell, has heretofore been the subject of 
considerable legislation in this State; and the 
Legislature of 1874. n which the Judge sat. 
passed a law which has practically made it the 
most profitable vehicle of legal advertising in 
Chicago. 

Now, as to the present aim of the Judge. 
The new Appellate Courts of this State are not 
courts of last resort, and should not be. Re- 
ports of their decisions are consequently of lit- 
tle value, and almost unsalable, and the enter- 
prise of publishing them would be a profitiess 
one, unless the State should in some form grant 
pecuniary aid to the reporter. In view of these 
facts, the following extracts from the pages of 
the Chicago Legal News will indicate why the 
Judge is an independent candidate for the Leg- 
islature:

An Active Day in Government Bonds 
and Stocks---Heavy Country Re- 
mittances to New York.

FINANCIAL, 


Gold was dull and steady all day long at 100\ in 
New York and in Chicago at 10044@100%. 

The Government bond market was active. The 
brokers bought and sold large amounts. The open- 
ing New York quotations were 6s of 1881, 108%; 
6s of 1867, 108% sales; 5-206 of 1868, 108% sales; 
10-408, 106%; new 6s, 105 sales; currency 6a, 
120%; 4686, 104 sales; new 48, 100%. The in- 


creased business in bonds ie attributable. to the 


reinvestment of interest and dividends paid on the 
first of the month. 

The principai business of the foreign-exchapge 
market was making engagements for future deliv- 
eries of bids. There were lerge offerings in this 
way of bids on France, Germany, and Belgium. 
There are heavy orders in the market for grain for 
England, which have not been flied on account of 
the disturbance made in calculations by the rise in 
freights. Rates remain as before. Sterling 
exchange was quoted 482 for 60 days and 
487% for sight; Paris, 522% and 520, commer- 
cial, 525; Antwerp, 523% and 520%, commercial, 
525%; Germany, 94 and 94%, commercial, 93%; 
guilders on Holland, 39% and 10K, commercial, 
30% These are the posted rates, and sctual trans- 
actions are kept close to the nominal rates. 

Foreign advices continue to be reassuring. 
There is an uninterrupted gain of bullion by the 
Bank of England, which yesterday received on 
balance $150,000. Consols have exhibited a good 
deal of elasticity, and at the close ad recovered to 
04 11-16. 

Among the Chicago banks business closed quiet- 
ly. The week has not beeu an exciting one. The 
country demand for currency and rediscounts has 
fallen away, as it usually does between the firet 
fail movement of grain and that of hogs. The lat- 
ter has not yet fairly begun. When it is 
inaugurated in full force. the disburse- 
ments of currency and the loans 
to country banks will be large. The 
mercantile and manafacturing interests of the city 
are unanimously reported to be in excellent shape. 
Trade has been good, and compares favorably with 
that of the same time last year, But bank credits 
are not used as freely as in the days when Chicago 
merchants had less capital of their own.

The rest of the wheat in 
sight is mostly winter or low-grade spring. 

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
Saturday, with less doing. Barley was stronger, 
and rye steady; the rest were mostly easier. Hogs 
declined, being in rather large supply for Satur- 
day, and the example was followed by provisions. 
Wheat was tame, and corn relatively heavy, while 
freights were dull. The general tone was in marked 
contrast to the strength of the previous day. 

Dry goods remain quiet, not quiet for the time 
of year, but quiet in comparison with the earlier 
weeks of the fall season. Prices were not subject- 
ed to any quotable fluctuations, the general market 
preserving the steady tone heretofore 
ing it. The grocery market was reported reasona- 
bly active, with little variation in prices, though 
coffees and sugars were more firmly beld than at 
the beginning of the week. in réponse to a slight 
advance at the East. Jovbers of dried fruits were 
fairly busy, the demand for imported vari- 
eties being the most active. Fish remain 
as last quoted. There was no change in the 
position of the butter and cheese markets; no 
change for the better, at least, Buyers are operat- 
ing very cautiously, and at the moment the chances 
seem to favor lower prices, especially for cheese, 
which is in excessive supply East and West. The 
oil market was moderately active, with no 
quotable change in prices. Leather, bagging, 
coal, and wood were quoted as before. 

The lamber market was steady and quiet. ‘The 
cargo supply was small, and buyers were waiting 
for the rest of the fleet. The yard business was 
faironthe whole at former prices. Wool was 
quiet and steady. Broom-corn is selling rather 
freely to Kastern manufacturers, but the market 
is still depressed by free receipts, and advices 
that there is plenty more corn to follow. 
Seeds were in moderate request and unchanged, 
excepting a weaker feeling in clover. Hides were 
steady under a fair demand, with rather limited 
offerings. Hay was lower, owing to larger re- 
ceipts, which made the few buyers hold off. The 
demand for potatoes was less urgent, and the offer- 
ings were inferior and sold slowly at lower prices. 
Green fruits were steady. Game and poultry were 
abundant and in moderate request. 

Lake freights were quiet but firm at previons 
rates, 3%c being the ruling figure on corn to Buffa- 
lo, with not many vessels offering at that rate. 
Some carriers asked 34@4c. Room was taken for 
36, 000 bu wheat and 85,000 bu corn. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 300 per 100 los on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-elass to do, which includes meats.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
THE GRAND JURY 
met yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, but the ab- 
sence of that very necessary thing—a quoram—in- 
terfered with the programme to a considerable ex- 
tent. It was the intention to return the indict- 
ments against Gregg, Miller, Golsen, McArthur, 
and Endicott, and, to make the thing strictly legal. 
it was necessary that sixteen Grand Jurors should 
file into court and make the presentments. There 
was net this number present, and the return had to 
be deferred. With the necessary quorum, the jury 
would have continued its work on the Custom- 
House investigation, at least until afternoon. 
As it was, however, nothing could be done but to 
adjourn, and, in deference to the wishes of those 


who desired to go home and vote at next 
Tuesday's election, an adjournment until Wednea- 
day afternoon was speedily decided upon. It is 
understood that the pending investigation will in 
all probability last at least two weeks longer. 
Quite a number of witnesses are still booked to 
endure the rack, and a lot of documentary evi- 
dence 18 to be considered before the meshes of the 
net which is to tighten around the alleged 1 — 
officials and equally corrupt contractors are firmly 
woven together so as to prevent the * of 
any loop-holes of escape. In a general way, it is 
pretty weil understood that at least — 1 pe now 
will be awarded whatever distinction is to be gained 
in the way of an  =indictment for con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government in 
connection with the stone contracts. 
Whether the evidence against two other suspected 
persons will be found sufficient to justify indict- 
ments remains to be seen. But one thing ie as- 
sured: thatit will ali be presented, and the facta 
be probed to the bottom, regardless of whom those 
facts hurt. 

It is but natural that some attempt should be 
made on the part of those whose heads are in dan- 
ger to 

BREAK THE FORCE OF THE COMING BLOW, 
and, if possible, to avert it altogether. Accord- 
ingly. a nicely-planned scheme has been devised 
and set in working order by one of the three above 
referred to to involve matters in such a way as to 
postpone the day of wrath, to the end, if possible, 
that it may never come at all. To work thi 
scheme, it was necessary to start a fire in the rear, — 
toegg onthe three Government officials who are 
interested in having the investigation made as 
thorough and as searching as possible, and involve 
them in a three-sided quarrei, which would have 
the effect of smothering the main issue in this 
fraud-hunt. The person over whose head one of 
these indictments hangs has bis legal friend in 
this city, who, it is shrewdly surmised, inspired a 
good deal of what hae appeared ih a morn- 
ing paper for the last few days in the 
shape of alleged dispatches from Washington, 
assailing the Government officers, impuguine their 
motives, seeking to create a breach between them, 
and, generally, rushing to the defense of the 
thieves, as the business interests of the legal 
friend dictate. But the effort to raise a ‘*demni- 
tion unpleasant ros bas fallen flat. Whatever 
differences of opinion as to who should conduct 
the Grand Jury investigation may bave prevailed 
among these Government officers at the start, one 
tuing is now evident: that those officers are jointly 
pushing the investigation for all it is worth, and do 
not mean to let the main question be hid under the 
busnel of side issues. Another effort, apparently, 
in this same direction of getting up a fire 
in the rear is the attempt of another 
morning paper to show that the Grand 
Jury is split up into factions, one of the alleged 
cliques demanding a reconsideration of the McAr- 
thur indictment, and making that ** concession" a 
condition to its voting for the indictments against 
the people connected with the alleged Custom- 
House frauds. If there are any factions, that fact 
has not come to the knowledge of Judge Bangs 
from any discussions in the jury-room. Ina con- 
versation with the Judge yesterday afternoon in 
reference to this matter, that officia) expressed his 
undisguised astonishment that any rumors should 
have arisen of divisions among the Grand Jury. If 
there were any divisions he knew nothing of them. 
there having beer perfect unanimity of sentiment 
in the jury-room on all the substantial points in- 
volved im the examination. Nobody had asked 
any concesstions asa condition to voting for 
indictments or for any other reasons, nor had any 
‘*concessions"’ been intimated, much less dis- 
cussed, in the jury-room. If anything of the 
kind had occu on the outside, which A didn’t 
think at all probable, he knew nothing of it, and, 
from the high character of the particular jurors al- 
leged by the morning paper to be after ‘* conces- 
sions, he took no stock in the story whatever. 
The Judge assured Tas TRIBUNE representative 
that 

NOTHING WOULD BE LEFT UNDONE 
to make this investigation a searching one in every 
respect. no matter Hf it took all winter, and in 
spite of all allegations as to the existence of fac- 
tions in the jury. 

Possibly the alleged information as to divisions, 
factions, and ‘* concessions,” spread before the 
readers of the aforesaid morning paper, comes from 
a person who has good reasons to be friendly to it. 
There is a person on the present Grand Jury 
who possibly may have returned past favors 
by giving some things away, ailthougn, 
from all that cam be learned, he must 
have exaggerated them beyond measure, if not 
coined them in the recessés of his brain. At any 
rate, Tus TRIBUNE wouid suggest to the Grand 
Jury that the next time it falls to discussing the 
possible and impossible ways which the news- 
papers bave of getting their accounts of its pro- 
ceedings it call upon one of its own members and 
give him an opportanity to explain, to set himself 
right—to square himself, so to speak.

KENNEDY. 
GUILTY OF MURDER AND NOW INSANE. 

The case of Jeremiah Kennedy, on triai for the 
murder of his wife, was continued in the Criminal 
Court yesterday. The proceedings opened with 
the argument of the prisoner's counsel, in which 
the insanity defense was urged at some length. 
Mr. Weber, Assistant State's Attorney, replied for 
the people, and made the closing argument, which 
was able and convincing. In the midst of it Ken- 
nedy seized a spittoon and attempted to ber! it at 
him. He was restrained, however, by a Bailiff, 
and the argument went on, and the case was given 
to the jury at 12:30 o’clock. The jury was out 
about two hours, and brought in a verdict of gui - 
ty of murder, 2 ES ‘ 

We, the jury. find the ant guilty in mann 
Sand form as charged in the indicument. and fix his — 
ishment at death by hanging. We, the jury. also find 
the defendant, Jeremiah Kennedy, to be insane at the 
present time. 

The prisoner listened to the verdict without any 
emotions of any kind, and his attorney called for 
the polling of the jury, which was done, where- 
upon a motion for @ new trial was made, and he was 
remanded. 

A reporter called upon him during the afternoon 
and found bim in quite an angry mood. 
He protested against having been found 
insane, and appeared to care 
about his reputation for sanity than he 
did about his neck. In answer to this the reporter 
reminded him that his attorney had set up the in- 
sanity plea, and he replied that his attorney was 
an ass, and used other violent and impolite 
expressions. Then he went on to say that be had 
not killed his wife,—at least, had not murdered 
her, —and that he could not have deliberately killed 
her, because he loved her so dearly. He protested 
against the idea of being found insane, and said 
that the jury had made a mistake, and that his at- 
torney ought to have known better than to have 
acted ashe had. He did not appear to appreciate 
the fact that he had been recommended to be hung, 
but was very sore over the fact that he bad been 
adjudged insane. 

Under the verdict Kennedy cannot be hung until 
the question of his sanity has been tested, and this 
must be done by another trial. He will. therefore, 
be tried again in the County Court at an early day, 
and, if found insane, will be sent to an in- 
sane asylum. If found sane, he will be remanded 
to jail and sentenced to be His life, then,

LICENSING ‘STREET-CARS. 
OPENING THE ARGUMENTS.

on behalf of the city, mace the apentng argument. 
as the city filea the demurrer. He said the 
companies claimed the acts of incor- 
poration, subsequent ordinances were 
contracts with them. and that the 
ordinance of March 18 last impaired the obliga- 
ton of a contract, and was void ander the Conetitu- 
tion of the Unitea States. The Constitution of 
Illinois gave the General Assembly power to tax 
peddlers, ete., and persons or corporations owning 
or asing franchises or privileges. and that power 
it had been decided could be delegated to municipal 
corporations, etc. Under that power all the occu- 
pations named in the Constitution had been taxed 
by means of licenses, and in no case had the power 
to thus tax deen denied to the State 
or to municipalities whose charter con 
tained a delegation of the power from 
the Legislature to them. The requirement of 
payment for licenses on occupations was only a 
mode of imposing taxes on the licensed business, 
and the prohibition under penalties against carry- 
ing on the business without a license was only a 
mode of enforcing the payment of such taxes. Be- 
cause in certain pursuits which publie policy re- 
quired should be carried on, if at all, subject to the 
police power of the State or its agent, the muni- 
cipality, —which police power was often and proper- 
ly exercised by hcenses imposed on the persons 
pursaing such avocatious as selling liquor, etc. ,—a 
confusion as to the basis on which the law impos- 
ing @ license-fee in particular cases should be 
laced had arisen in the minds of some lawyers. 
he taxing power’ was to de distinguished 
from the pelle: power. Ordinarily the mere power 
to license or to subject to police regulations did 
not give the power to tax distinctly for revenue 
purposes; but it could give the power, when such 
appeared, from the nature of the subject-matter, 
and upon the whole charter to have been the legis- 
lative intent. Certain occapations were licensed 
pete for taxation, others for taxation and also to 
egalize or reguiate the business by such license. 
As a tax, the proposed license was valid, because 
expressly authorized by the Constitution, by the 
city charter, and by the ordinance. if 
an exemption from taxation existed in any 
case, it must be the result of a deliberate 
intention to relinquish the perogative of sovereign- 
ty distinctly manifested, for which exemption 
there must be a consideration. The ordinance was 
also warranted in law as a proper and usual exer- 
cise of the police power over an occupation subject 
thereto. All occupations **affected with a public 
interest“ were properly subject to restraint and 
regulation by virtue of the public power, and when 
private property was devoted to a public use it was 
subject to public regulation. street-railway 
company was & common Carrier, and its operation, 
therefore, was properly subject to the police pow- 


er. 

„ ＋ when the necessity for a constant and 
police supervision over the running of street-cars 
in a large city was considered, the wisdom of the 
law which subjected such an occupation to such 
police supervision exercised over it by virtue of the 
police power was most apparent. Street-cars 
caused the employment of more policemen tu keep 
the streets and tracks clear, to arrest pick- 
pockets who were accustomed to ply their work 
especially on the platforms of crowded cars, and 
also at night policemen were frequently called on 
io protect car conauctors or drivers from drunken 
ruffians. Those were only a few of the ways in 
which th@police supervision had to be exercised 
in connection with street-cars. 

The power to regulate and fix the compensation 
to be charged by a person or corporation was al- 
ways traced to the police power. If the compen- 
sation or fare, as in the case of street cars, was fixed 
by haw, the occupation was prima facie and clearly 
a subject for police power. There was nothing 
either in the ordinatices or thecharters of the 
railway companies which by any construction 
could be deemed a release either by the city or 
State of ite right to exercise the police or taxing 
power over them by the requirement of licenses 
for the carrving on of their business. 

Lastly, neitherthe Council nor yet the Legis- 
lature could for any consideration and under 
any circumstances barter away an essential 
portion of the sovereign and gov- 
ernmental power, viz, the police power, to 
uny individual or corporation; for that would 
amounttoan abdication to sach an extent, of the 
Government, Whethér, therefore, the right to 
license was to be traced to the taxing or police 
power, in either case it was valid. Such had been 
expressly decided in an exactiy parallel case in 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Tuthill was followed by Mr. Hitchcock on 
behalf of the Chi City Railway Company and 
Mr. Goudy forthe North Side Company, and the 
case was then adjournéd over to Monday morning.

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THE. MOSAIC WRITINGS. 
ICAL CONFIRMATIONS OF THE PEN- 
TATEUCH. 8 
At a recent session of the English Church 
ress, papers were read on the definite re- 
sults of late discoveries in Egypt, Nineveh, and 
Palestine on the statements of the Bible, by 
Prof. Rawlinson and Canon Tristram, who stand 
confessedly in the fore front of Biblical archæol- 


ogists. 
The paper presented by Canon Tristram had 
for its title, What definite result as to the in- 
terpretation of Scripture has been produced 
by recent discoveries !’’ The discoveries of 
archeology, he said, whether monumental or 
historical, have affected the interpretation of 
Scripture in four aspects,—first, ethnographical ; 
second, historical; third, chronological; fourth, 
geographical and topographical. Their ethno- 
graphical import being chiefiv confined to the 
pre-Abrahamic times, I leave in the far more 
competent hands of Prof. Rawlinson. The 
other three aspects affect the interpretation of 
the early Scriptares, whether pre-Abrahamic or 
post-Abrahamic. In all three aspects we knew 
pothing till very recently which could be looked 
upon as contemporary. We had only vague tra- 
ditions or the second-hand information of later 
ancient writers, so that profound investigators 
of primeval antiquity, such as Stanley Faber, 
dad none of the mass of material. whether of 
archeological discovery or linguistic recovery, 
which is at our command to aid them in tracing 
the primitive history of man. The result is 
that, whether we turn to the so-called legendary 
epoch before the call of Abraham, or to the an- 
nalistic period following it, we now find our- 
selves confronted with a contemporary and 
sometimes a more ancient literature, amplifving, 
emaggerating, interpolating, but never absolute- 
contradicting, the terse narrative of Genesis. 
first of all at the historical reveia- 
tims of the Assyrian tablets in the pre- 
Abrahamic period, the long series of rec- 
ods published in many volumes by the 
Biblical Archeological Society bring before us 
a complete Assyrian story of man from the 
qeation. The story of the creation and fall 
belong to the upper. or Akkad, i. e., Cushite di- 
vision of the country, and in their present form 
ge, perhaps, not the earliest legends; but even 
these are, in their original form, at least two 
centuries older than Abraham, and six centuries 
Ader than Moses. The story of the flood and 
the of Nimrod were probably written in 
the south of Chaldsea, and are at least as carly 
as B. C. 2000. But they were all traditions be- 
fore commitied to writing, and the traditions 
ge much older still. We have an account of 
the orginal chaos. “Then from chaos are gen- 
mated monsters or demons, heaven, earth, and 
sea. Weare told of the fall of the celestial be- 
ing, who appears to currespond to Satan. There 
was wer in Heaven. The powers of evil were 
toaquered. The gods in duc course created the 
gniverse in the same succession as in the Mosaic 
ve, at each stage pronouncing it 
e‘ghth tablet making the work culminate in 
the creation of mau. And here, the God,” 
our God, is spoken of, while elsewhere the Baby- 
lonian mythology is introduced, as though the 
irchaicsimpiicity of primeval truth bad been 
fetained in this tablet alone, which was too 
facred to be tampered with, even by the priest- 
hood. Man is made upright, and endued with 
the faculty of speech. A long address is deliv- 
qed by the Deity to man, impressing on him 
his duties; and to the woman her duties to ber 
busband, and the pair are to be the companions 
ide gods. Mr. G. Smith remarks: ‘* There 
is fair reason to suppose that there was u close 
agreement in subjects and order between the 
text of the Chaidean legend and Genesis, 
there does not appear to be anything like 
the same agreement between these inscriptions 
and the accounts transmitted to us by Berosus.” 
Let us briefly note the points of identity. The 
first tablet, corresponding to Gen., L. I. 2, be- 
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obistic originals put together in later ages to 
form the early chapters of Genesis, and shallow 
copyists have assumed this as an accepted axiom 
of scholarship. But historical facts dissipate 
Dhilological hypotheses. The cylinders of As- 
syria expand ju the same series the so-called Je- 


| hovistic and Elohistic portions alike. We have 


been told that the Pentateuch, in its present 
shape, was compiled by Samuel, by the later 
Seers, or by Ezra. But now it is no longer pos- 
sible to suggest any origin later than the date 
of the Exodus for the hts ot Genesis, for to 
the Jews of the later period of Samuel the ree- 

of Assyria were inaccessible, and the 
structure of the language of Genesis is too 
archaic to be postponed to the period of the 
captivity. 


THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS. 
THE CURIOUS COMPROMISE ADOPTED IN NEW 
HAVEN. 

Our readers already know that the majority of 
the Protestant voters of New Haven united with 
the Roman Catholics in electing a Board of Ed- 
ucation piedged to restore the Bible and relig- 
ious exercises to the public schools, from which 
the existing Board had excluded them. The 
subject of compiling a uniform form of devo- 
tion was intrusted to a committee of three 
Protestants, ex-President Woolsey, of Yale Col- 
lege; the Rey. Mr. Harwood, Episcopalian; and 
the Rev. J. E. Todd, Congregational; and two 
Roman Catholics, Fathers Fitzpatrick and Mur- 
phy. Afew days ago the Hartford Courant 
published a manual of worship, which it said 
had been agreed upon but had yet to be submit- 
ted to the Board. It was as follows:

No sooner was ft published than the 
New Haven /’al/ladium denounced the manual 
as an imposture, and said that the service 
actually “proposed was very different. The 
Courant rejoined by saying that the liturgy 
published was agreed on, and was legitimateiv 
obtained, though the Rev. Mr. Todd de- 
clared its publication a gross breach of trust. 
It adds that Mr. Todd has written tothe New 
Haven Journal, explaining that “ the so-called 
liturgy, as copied in the evening papers from 
the Hartford Courant, is but a part of the 
plan which is to be proposed.“ Mr. Todd ex- 
plains that the religious exercises in the 
schools are to be conducted by percentages. 
In all the schools there will be the read- 
ing of Scriptures, the repetition of the 
Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments, 
and, in addition, wherever there are 
“30 per cent of the pupils in any school 
whose parents desire it, these are to be 
permitted to withdraw into separate rooms and 
use by themselves the form which has been al- 
ready published.“ It is understood by the con- 
tracting parties that where there are less than 
30 per cent of such pupils no objections will be 
made to their remaining present at the general 
exercise, provided that where there are more 
than 30 per cent che separate worship is allowed. 
Mr. Todd says this plan has received the in- 
dortement of almost all the city papers. 
Whether the plan is generally adopted or not 
depends of course upon the number of public 
schools having the necessary percentage, and it 
will naturally follow that where one-third of 
the children of any school are Roman Catholics 
a teacher of that sect must be employed to con- 
duct the separate exercises. 

The Rev. Mr. Harwood bas written to the 
Courant to explain his position in regard to the 
case. He savs Drs. Woolsey and Bacon were 
absent from the conference, and that he and 
Mr. Todd agreed to the manual to be used by 
the Catholic children exclusively and in a sep- 
arate room wherever there were 30 per cent of 
Catholic pupils. He concludes: 

The Protestants in the conference recog- 
nize the justice of the Roman Catholic plea of 
conscience. How could we do otherwise! It is 
our plea, used always and everywhere against 
everything that savors of ecclesiastical tyranny. 
For one, to save the public schools, to allay agi- 
tation. to unite Romanists and Protestants in 
supvort of the system of public instruction, to 
secure the recognition of God, and of His holy 
will and commandments, in the schools, I be- 
lieve that the plan proposed at the conference 
is the only plan that will accomplish the most 
desirable results without violence to religious 
feeling, and perhaps to what may be named re- 
ligious prejudice. Let the school have its for- 
mula, or directory; let the Roman Catholic pu- 
pils (when they number 30 per cent of the sum 
total) witndraw into another room, engage in 
worship in their own way, according to the 
usage of their own Church, and agitation upon 
‘the school question! will cease.”’ 

A reporter of the New York Wor/d has inter- 
viewed members of the School Board to the fol- 


lowing effect: 

H. D. Bushnell thought the plan of a separate 
room in which certain scholars should receive 
relizious instruction was not practicable. He 
believed earnestly in some sort of devotional 
exercises, and thought some plan could be de-

* D. Osborne had no opinion to express at 
present, but the present exercises suited him 
well enough. He could not ry! what he would 
do in case the manual printed in the papers was 
submitted to the Board.

A 
business friend had told bim that a committee 
of business-men could devise something better 
than the clergymen had. He thought their plan 
hardly feasible.

a committee of Catholic clergymen with regard 
to a religious service to he used in the schools. 
Unfortunately I was sick and could not take 
part in the conference, but I agreed with every- 
thing that was done. The conference com- 
mittees themselves had no power, but they 
agreed to advise the School Committee, which 
had the ‘say’ in the matter, that thirty lessons 
from the Old and New Testaments, thirty 
hymnsand the Ten Commandments as written 
in Deuteronomy should be read in the schools. 
There was also a proviso that in any school in 
which one-third of the pupils were Catholics 
these pupils should have the privilege of at- 
tenaing religious worship in a separate room.

should be read without the concluding sentence 
‘ For thine is the kingdom and the wer and 
the glory forever. Amen.“ Dr. Woolsey had 
no idea how it happened that a manual should 
be published as an agreement between the 
Catholics and Protestants. The Protestants, he 
said, would never consent to the prayer be- 
ginning ‘‘ Hail Mary.” 


THE ROMAN CHURCH, 
IT 18 NO LONGER A MISSIONARY STRIPLING IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 
Indianapolis Sentinel, 

The new order of Pope Leo (or “rescript” 
from the Papal Propaganda, as it may be more 
correctly termed) which was addressed early in 
the present morth to the Bishops of the Cath- 
olic Church in the United States, is about to be 
carried into effect in the Diocese of Vincennes, 
as indeed in every other diocese throughout the 
country. As its influence will be in the direc- 
tion of a very radical. and sweeping change in 
the administration of the affairs of the Church, 
some account of the object and intent of this 
important document will be of general interest. 

The order was addressed to the Archbishops 
and Bishops, and will, probably, in course of 
time, be promulgated by them through the me- 
dium of pastoral letters to the clergy under 
their control. Up to the present time, however, 
no publicity has been given to its eontents, which 
are known only to a few ecclesiastics hign in 
authority, to whom belongs the duty of setting 
in motion the necessary machinery for comply- 
ing with the Pontifical directions. 

The general object sought to be accomplished 
by his Holiness is that of bringing the Catholic 
Church more thoroughly into harmony with 
American institutions. Hitherto it has been 
often asserted by the opponents of Catholicism 
that the Church could not be in sympathy with 
American ideas of self-covernment, for the 
reason that it was controlled entirely by the 
Bishops, who in their several dioceses held su- 


preme power, aud were responsible only to their 
superiors at Rome, but were in no way amena- 
bie to the wishes or desires of the congregations 
and clergy. From the date of the issuance of 
this recent order this one-man power in the 
Catholic Church is at an end, and a new system 
of canonical law is brought into a The 
Bishops are no longer invested with the power 
to remove a clergyman from one part of a dio- 
cese to another at will, and can only make 
changes of this kind under certain clearly ex- 
ressed regulations. Priests are henceforth to 
in charge of their several parisnes in the ca- 
pacity of Kectors and not as pastors; and the 
term pastor is abolished in the Catholic Church 
in this country, except as applied to a 
Bishop, who is chief pastor of his 
diocese. Clergymen wiil at the commencement 
of their ministrations in a diocese receive their 
appointment from the Bishop, but cannot after- 
wards be removed therefrom except for the 
commission of some ecclesiastical or moral of- 
fense which would be a breach of canonical 
law. Inthe event of any such offense being 
charged against the Rector of a parish, the de- 
cision as to his guilt or innocence will not rest 
with the Bishop, but with a council of judges, 
consisting of a given number of clergymen, 
who are to constitute a permanent ecclesiastical 
court for the trial of all clerical delinquents. 

The machinery by which this council of 
judges is to be selected is as follows: The 
Bikbop first consults the members of his di- 
ocesan council, and it is their duty to select and 
recommend the names of a number of priests 
for appointment as judges. Upon the receipt 
of these nomiuations, the Bishop has no power 
to appoint, but the choice rests with the clergy 
of the diocese, who meet in convention, 
and vote by ballot ou the elec- 
tion of judges. The court having been 
thus constitutea, it will be empowered to try 
all accusations against the prieste of the diocese 
and report their findings to the Bishop. If the 
accused is dissatisfied he may appeal to the 
Metropolitan or Archbishop of the province, and 
be bas still further right of appeal to the Pope 
at Kome. 

The initiatory steps have been taken in this 
diocese for the selection of judges, Bish 
Chatard having several days since consal 
with the members of his council, and requested 
them to report to him the names of eligible 
ecclesiastics who should be recommended to the 
diocesan Synod. The members of the Bishop’s 
council are Fathers Bessonies and Shideler, the 
Vicars-Geveral; Father McDermott, Evans- 
ville; Father Audion, Jeffersonvilie; Father 
Gueguen, Vincennes; Father Merse, Vincennes, 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart; and Father 
Chasse, of St. Mary’s-in-the-Woods, with 
Father O’Donaghue, the Bisbop's private secre- 
tary, who is also Secretary of the council. The 
ciocesan Synod to which the recommendations 
will be made is to be held during the first week 
in Advent. 

It is understood that this new Pontifical order 
was issued at the suggestion and upon the rec- 
ommendation of the late Bishop Conroy, who 
in nis capacity of apostolic delegate to the Cana- 
dian Catholic Church had become largely ac- 
quainted witn the needs and characteristics of 
the Catholics in the United States. The suc- 
cessor of Bishop Conroy will shortly be appoint- 
ed, and it is believed the choice will fall upon 
Archbishop Croke, one of the most eminent of 
the Irish prelates. It is almost certain that his 
jurisdiction as apostolic delegate will extend 
over the United States as well as Canada. 


The foregoing simply means that the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States is under- 
going the transition from youth to manhood. 
Ever since the establishment of the first my 
ric—tnat of Baltimore in 1790—the Church in 
this country has been regarded as a missionary 
enterprise, having for its fountain bead, and 
being responsible to, the Propaganda at 
Rome. Now that it has grown from a 
lay membership of 30,000 to over 6,000,- 
000, and possesses one Cardinal, 
eleven Archbishops and fifty-four Bishops, and 
has real property valued at about $200,000,000, 
the time bas come, when it should take its place 
in the Roman circle upon an equal footing with 
the most favored Cathoiie countries of Europe. 
The result will be to deprive the Bishops of the 
one-man power which they bave so long and po- 
tentially swayed. The Missionary Bishops were 
given the most autocratic priviieges. ‘hey had 
the power of transferring pastors at will from 
one portion of a diocese to another, of banish- 
ing tnem from out the limits of the diocese, or 
depriving them of tteir offices, and there was 
no redress, for the Missionary Bishop was sup- 
posed, by his superiors at ine, to be more 
conversant with the wants of the Church 
than anybody else. and to him alone was 
intrusted its missionary operations. in 
the Dioceses of Harbor Grace and New- 
foundland the missionary system has never 

vailed. Both episcopates have been governed 
canonical law, just as are the Bishoprics of 
rance, Belgiam, or italy. There no Bishop 
could remove a priest except for vause, and then 
only upon the finding of an ecclesiastical court. 
The formation of these courts is described 
above. —

BREAKING BOTTLES. 
THE NEW WINE OF SWING AND THOMAS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CCA, Oct. 28.—Once Christ went to dine 
with a publican, and the pious people of His day 
were very much shocked; for, beside the public- 
an host, there were present other publicans, and 
some sinners, who ate at the same table. It 
was a bad business, and troubled the Pharisees 
not alittle. Moreover, in those days, the word 
“ Pharisee was not, as it is now, a term of re- 


proach, but, on the contrary, a title of honor 
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Jesus instead of repenting and 
better in the future, set about justif 
conduct, and among other oe : 

No man putteth a piece of new 
old 2 oan that which is put in to 
taketh from the garment.

worse; neither do men 
bottles. else the bottles break and the wine runneth 
out. 

In this way He taughtthat the Jewish Church 
was an old overhang and the rharisees, as its

that the o which boasted of a 
divine origin was an old bottle of no further 
use than to preserve the history of the past, 
and that new truth can never be put inte any 
old organization. 80 we see that all down the 
history of civilization every neW truth has 
seemed to demand a new nization. While 
a newly-discovered principle in the early stages 
of fermentation, is is never bottled up in a 
creed, but, as it works itself clear the bottling 
process begins, and once completed there is no 
room for disturbing elements. 

While Presbyteriadism was working out, in 
Scotland, its grand idea of the right ot private 
4 as a bulwark against the tyranny of 
tome, there was, among the workers, an end- 
less variety of opinion aod a very general disbe- 
lief in the inspiration of the New Testament. 

There was a great lack of uniformity ot faith 
and the new ideas mixed with all kinds of o 
ideas, in all kinds of minds. So, to get things 
into shape, King James the First called an as- 
sembly of bottie-makers to meetat Westmin- 
ster and make a bottle forthis new wine, for 
which no room had been found in either the 
Church of Rome or England. These reverend 
workmen met, and after much earnest, honest 
work succeeded in turulng out a good, stout 
bottle, which was labeled ‘‘ Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith.“ 

For centuries this bottle has been tightly cork- 
ed, carefully, piously, and prayerfully guarded 
by a succession of clergy aod laity; and so 
strong was the mate 80 good the workman- 
ship, that, although it was once rent in twain, 
it was securely sewed up and made into two 
bottles, which were afterwards reunited ip such 
way as to leave it in the original form and won- 
derfully well preserved. om this bottle the 
old doubts about inspiration are all excluded, 
and all other serious conflicts ot opinjon are on 
the outside. 0 

Well, after the bottle was repaired and made 
almost as good as new, what did David Swing 
do butuncork that sacred vessel and set 
about pouring in some of his new wine! He 
was not jong in discovering that the process 
would soon break the bottle, and, as he loved 
it, both for its own sake and for sake of the 
good old wine it contains, he * desisted, 
and new keeps his new wine in open vessels, 
where there is plenty of room for fermentation 
and ample facilities for distribution. 

Once upon a time: John Wesley pressed out a 
rare vintage, and found his new wine a nui- 
sance to his pious neighbors, with not a bottie 
in England large enough to hold it, so he set to 
pouring it out into all sorts and sizes of open- 
mouthed vessels, and calling on every living 
soul to come ana drink. There was a great deal 
of drinking done, and, in spite of all the tem- 
perance societies, of all the Bishops and Magis- 
trates and D. D.’s and devout pewholders of 
England, tens of thousands got drunk on Wes- 
ley’s wine, and had such method in their mad- 
ness that they were ever after better citizens, 
nobler and bappier for this intoxication. 

When this fact had made itself apparent, the 
bottle-makers took charge of the wine, in due 
course made a nice bottle, called it The 
Twenty-four Articles,“ gath. -ed up the wine, 
put it in, corked the bottle, and have it as se- 
cure as any other treasure of this kind. 

This being the case, what right has Dr. 
Thomas to open that cork and put his new wine 
into that old bottle? True, the grapes were 
fully ripe, and have grown rich and luscious in 
an overflowing love to God and man, kindled by 
the sun of righteousness, and have borne the 
early frosts of affliction, so that they must be 
pressed or lost. True, the wine seems full of 
refreshment for the weary and sin-ladea soul; 
but these aré not reasons that this new wine 
should be put into a bottle that was not made 
for it. 

Dr. Thomas thinks that his wine is the same 
kind that has been pressed out of Methodist 
grapes as longas he can remember, and as long as 
there has been any such grapes to be pressed ; but 
they who bold the bottle think otherwise, and 
refuse to admit it. People talk of persecution, 
and complain that the bottle does not grow so 
asto meet the growing wants of the age; but 
growth is no part of the business of a bottie. 

It may be all true, as claimed, that there 
would bave been plenty of room for Hiram 
Thomas’ wine ju John Wesley’s vats and vessels ; 
but this has nothing to do with the question of 
putting it into the bottie of modern Methodism ; 
and so long as it is the universal practice of 
mankind to bottle each idea, or set of ideas, in 
a creed, so long the people of new ideas must 
find themselves disturbers of the peace, bottle- 


breakers, to be watched with jealous eyes and 


placed under ban. 

One cannot but sympathize with David Swing 
and Hiram Thomas in their efforts to keep their 
several churches in their original position as 
the vanguards of religious thought; but Luther 
and Knox and Wesley might as well bave tried 
to do their work inside the Roman and English 
churches as the advance thinkers of to-day to 
do theirs in the Presbyterian and Methodist 
churches. 

Science and research have thrown a new light 
upon Revelation, and religion must be left to 
the ignorant, or find interpreters and interpre- 
tations for which there is no room im these or- 
ganizations. They have their own uses in the 
present and future, as they have had in the 
past; but they cannot meet the new wants of a 
new age. Some of Dr. Thomas’ friends are 


troubled at the thought of his withdrawal or 


expulsion from the Church in which he has been 
so zealous a laborer for so many years; because 
bis health is feeble, and he will not, probably, 
live long enough to establish the nucleus for 
another bottle. Look, they say, “at Swing! 
His church dies with him; and o it would be 
with Thomas!” In other words, they will fur- 
nish no work for the bottle-makers, and folks 
cannot conceive that there will be a succession 
of vintage ready to gush out in perpetual 
streams of new wine, and that tbe world may 
learn te grow witbout bottling its ideas and 
serving them under cobwebbed corks, until 
rom age alone they become too precions and 
expensive for common use. They forget that 
Christ is a wine, and that He never has been, and 
never can be, bottled; but is more or less in, 
and always outside of, all creeds and combina- 
tions, accessible to all, and ever inviting all to 
come to Him and find rest, and strength, and 
hope for the future.

MGR. DUPANLOUP. 
HIS ODDITIES AND PECULIARIT#SS. 
Special Correspondence af The Triowune. 
Paris, Oct. 16.—You will have heard all about 


the death of Mgr. Dupanioup long before this 
can reach you. A few more facts connected 
with so remarkable a man can, however, hardly 
fail to de interesting. Although the late Bishop, 
towards the close of his career, was the bitterest 
and most dangerous enemy of the Republic, it 
should not be forgotten thatin his youth and 
middle age—indeed, till the decreeing of Papal 
Iutallibility—be was a Liberal of the same kind 
as Montalembert and Lacordaire. In the Ecu- 
menical Council there was no more ardent oppo- 
nent of the dogma he afterwards accepted. 
Pius never forgave him that, and not even all 
his subsequent labors in the Oatholic cause sac- 
ceeded in winning him the Cardinal's hat he 
craved lor. 

Mgr. Dupanloup, iu private iffe, was extreme- 
ly simple; read much, wrote much, thought 
much, prayed much. His, meals, though 
copious, were plain; and his wine had t 
reputation of being execrable. Neither, by the 
testimony of both friends and foes, did he 
study his personal comfort in the matter of 
loaniaiine. The most modest “cit” would 
have grumbled at the barrenness of his apart- 
ments. In wet weather he carried a shabby 
old umbrella, frayed at one end, and innocent 
other. dress was to 
match. Uniike many high dignitaries of the 
Church, Mgr. Dupanloup died comparatively 

r. His whole fortune amounted to 40,000fr., 
which he has ueathed to his godson, M. du 
Boys, of Grenoble. By the provisions of his 
will, his heart is to be given to the Parish of St. 
Felix, which gave bim birth, and his body to 
the Cathedral of Orleans. re it will rest in 
the tomb prepared for it while it was animate. 
We are told that the will disposing of his 
worldiy goods and person is not the only one 
left behind by the late Bishop. Another, with 
the singular inscription, “Testament Mys- 
tique on the cover, is said to have been dis- 

vered.

verted, not a Sunday-school scholar instructed, 
but could be as directly to John Wesley 
as solar rays can be traced tothe sun. Every 
missionary, Bible, and tract society sprang from 
Wesley and his work. Every an very, anti- 
tobacco, and woman-suffrage society took its 
rise from Wesley. He first since Paul emanci- 
pated women ia the prayer room and the puipit. 
These statements he supported oy add the 
fact that the Clapham Society of Eng 
which was the centre of much philan 
missionary, and anti-slavery work, was found 
by the sons of a Methodist preacher. He de- 
jared that both literature and philosophy had 
elt the influence of Wesley, and that Thack- 

ickens, George Eliot, Mrs. Stowe, and

special prayer for God's blessing upon young 
men and work in their behalf. The World’s 
Convention of the Associations, held at Geneva, 
Switzerland, Aug. 13-18, 1878 (in which eleven 
nations were represented), joined heartily in 
this appointment, so that fm all parts of the 
world this season of prayer wiil be observed.

Paris, Oct. 14.—It is always a more or less 
thankless task that a journalist has before him 
when he attempts to discourse on so heavy and 
technical a subject as machinery to the general 
public in the columns of a general news- 
paper. He has to choose between the Scylia 
of superficiality and the Charybdis of dull- 
ness; happy if he perish not, literally speaking. 
But the most important point is that bis readers 
should survive. Now, I take it, dullness is 
lar more unpardonable than the opposite 
extreme. Of course it would be highly 
gratifying to every ene concerned if 
both could be skillfully avoided ; 
but that seems difficult. However, we will sail 
as close to Scylla as we can,.trusting to Provi- 
dence for our salvation. 

Machinery of all sorts is very completely 
represented in the two immense galleries form- 
ing the sides of the Main Building in the 
Champ de Mars, and, in the annexes, 

GREAT BRITAIN AT LEAST 

with a few more countries bas éucceeded in 
obtaining space sufficient to house a respectabic 
show of the agricultural implements, steam 
engines, plows, threshing-machines, rollers, 
reapers, and what-not, to which she owes so im- 
portant a share of her wealth and material 
prosperity. But, when the ee of the visitor 
has familiarized itself with the bewilder- 
ing look of the mighty display of 
mechanical inventions at the Exhibition (it 
takes some time), it will be seen that there is 
scarcely anything in it all so entirely new as to 
have great interest to people who visited the 
Centennial in 1876. What absolute novelty 
there is must be sought for in the United States 
section,—in the agricultural department chiefly, 
though here, too, as I have had occasion to 
observe in former letters, there is little new, 
comparatively. One of the most complete and 
fascinating features in the British galleries is 
the exhibition of machinery relating to the 
various processes of the eotton-manufacture. 
The visitors seem never to weary of 
watching it, although, doubtless, nine 
out of every ten who stare at the beautifully- 
finished instruments which the paticut genius 
of man bas invented for the service of human- 
ity are utterly ignorant of the meaning of 
gins and bobbins, and not impossibly as indif- 
ferent. With this portion of the British ex- 
hibit, however, it is unnecessary to busy you. 
Steam engines of various classes are fully 
represeuted. 

THE LARGEST AND MOST CONSPICUOUS ENGINE 
in the British gallery is that which moves most 
of the machinery in the section. It is con- 


| structed on the horizontal compound system, 


suitable for working up to 300 indicated horse- 
power, with a boiler pressure of five atmos- 
pheres. The high-pressure cylinder has a box of 
twenty inches, and the low a bore of thirty-four 
inches. The engine is fitted with valves of the 
plain flat surface system, arranged so as to be 
almost frictionless; and has an instantaneous 
cut-off motion attached, regulated direetty by 
the governor, so as to allow of full boiler- 
pressure on the piston. The steam passages 
between the face of the valves and the 
cylinders, and between one cylinder and 
another, will de seen to be reduced to 
a minimum; a fact which is of consid- 
erable importance, as any engineer knows. 
All the main line-shafte and counter-shafts in 
the section are driven by this engine, by means 
of one enormous strap. Theexhibitors—Messrs. 
Galloway & Sons, of Manchester—show three 
large boilers, containing several improvements 
introduced lately by the makers, More room is 
now given for getting about the flues than 
formerly, and the tubes are so arranged that the 
whole of them are made interchangeable, and 
the phalanzes square with the centre tube. 
In looking at this engine, and indeed at most 
of the machinery shown by Great Britain, no- 
body can fail to be struck by the exquisite nicet 
with which the pumerous parts of the complicat 
invention have been made and fitted together. 
This nicety—amounting nearly to mathematical 
exactitude—is principally due to the adoption 
of the machine-tool system of construction. 
Where it has been introduced in its entirety, 
the different parts of each structural skeleton 
are shaped with a truth and accuracy that make 
it easy to fit them one into the other exactly, 
without adjustment, at the first trial. 

Of machines for dressing and shaping stone 
and working wood and metals, there is a fair 
display; and H. R. Marsden, a Leeds engi- 
neer, exhibits 

AN IMPROVED STONE-BEEAKER, 

with engine combined, fitted with a new patent 
reversible jaw for making road-metal. 1 
watched the working of this machine very care- 
fully for some time, the other day, and incline 
to think the system sound, practicable. and not 
costly. The novelty of the movable jaw lies in 
its being made with faces instead of in one piece. 
The faces can be reversed when they get worn 
down, and thus serve twice as long as iv the or- 
dinary stone-breaking apparatus. Another ap- 
preciable advantage is that the jaws, when 
quite worn out, are replaceable with compara- 
tively little casting. In the old system the 
whole jaw bad to be renewed. 

Just outside the yo ! shed covering the 
American agricultural exhibit is a locomotive 
steam ¢rane, shown by Messrs. A 
of Southwark (London), which has 
the-by. on the spot, during the 
exhibition works. Its practi value has thus 
deen fully tested and proved. It is mounted 
on a permanent way carriage, carrving a load of 
over five tons. These cranes are being a good 
deal employed, and are gradually supersedi 
the band craves hitherto used for s 
service or breakdown work. 

Messrs. Appleby are further represented by 
several steam warehouse-lifis, and by an im- 
proved pile-driver, constructed on principles ad- 
mitting of a larger number of blows being 
struck per minute than could be obtained by 
any other single rope or chain system. 

ANOTHER PROMINENT FEATURE 
in the British section is the important exhipit 
of Messrs. Aveling & Porter, the well-known 
inventors of the roller. It isd into 
two parts. Iu the machinery gallery proper 
are two steam  traction-engines a 
roller; while 33 agricultural annex 
their 
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In wandering the British galleries 
you come upon ptm exhibits hardly classifi- 
able except under the heading of 
“ODDS AND ENDs,” 
some of them quite worth inspection. A Lon- 
William Sm n & Sons,— 
for instance, displays an admirable perfected 
bath, which even Americans could hardly quar- 
rel with seriously. It isa combination of the 
upright shower and the ordinary plunge-batb, 
very solidly made, and cased in neatiy-polished 
y. There are five knobs or handles iv 
front. By pulling one you ae 
a shower; the next gives you a spray bath; the 
third, a stream or douche; the fourth fills the 
bath in the usual way; and the üftu lets the 
water out. A tarustion cute“ Yankee was 
loitering about in the neighborhood of this ex- 
hibit the other day. After some hesitation, be 
went up to Smeaton’s agent, aud remarked, in 
the pleasant! v-defiant tone peculiar to Yanukce 
patriots, It's a nice bath, but I guess we can 
do better than that in America.“ And then he 
bought ove.

ANNIHILATORS OF TIME AND SPACE. 

You would have needed a good many weeks 
once to travel comfortably from Mexico to the 
frontier of Patagonia. Now, without feeling a 
moment’s fatigue,—without being at the 
trouble of making endless researches or con- 
sulting countiess volumes,—you can get an ex- 
act and satisfying notion of a dozen Republics 
in five times a dozen minutes. 

I went down to the Champ de Mars 
this morning, armed with a heavy cata- 
logue, and bent on a conscientious study 
the Italian section,—a great feature 
in the Exhibition; but, as the old, well-worn 
proverb rerainds us,. Man proposes only; the 
rest is beyond his control. It happened that 
my road to Italy (such improbable things are 
possible in Paris) lay through South and Cen- 
tral America,—acircuitous route you may fancy, 
though I assure you it is the very shortest cut from 
the Porte Dupleix. Passing by a gaily-painted 
railing, that inclosed, according to the official! 
placard, the exhibits of the Republic of Guate- 
mala, I was tempted to stray by the sight of 
some drigbt-hued humminc-birds in a glass 
case. I scarcely expected, when I entered the 
tiny American court, that my first wandering 
step would lead me thousands of miles, through 
the Tropics,across mighty rivers and snow-capped 
mountains, through the relics of dead and gone 
civilizations, to which ours are childish; would 
make me acquainted with lost religior’s and dis- 
carded god, arts ancient and modern, extinct 
races, the Old World and the New. And all in 
one short hour. Strange, incredible, but very 
true! 

The Republic of Mexico is bounded on the 
west by the foreign machinery gallery, on the 
east by Guatemala, on the north by Denmark, 
and on the south by Siam, Tunis, and Persia. 
There, youthful newspaper-students, is a lesson 
in geography, fresh from the Champ de Mars, 
for you. Mexico's chief products (putting its 
periodic revolutions aside for the while) are 
idols, ancient pottery, cigars, vanilla, and silk 
drapery. 

OF THE IDOLS 

a very complete collection is shown,—hideous 
shapes of ali sorte, the grotesque and rude es- 
says of infant and barbarous Art. Tiny stone 
gods, of various sizes, but unvarying ughvess,— 
fit things to frighten babes within tueir cradies, 
and yet oddly resembling the very forms and 
pictures children will produce so soon as their 
tiny fingers will be able to hold peu or pen- 
cu! Most are represented sitting; per- 
haps it was easier to the simple artists 
to give them that attitude. One,—the 
most ambitious effort,—a stone image, 
with a faint likeness toa man, squats solemuly 
on his haunches, eternally motion!ess. The arms 
are folded, and the eyes, roughly indicated on 
his horrid countenance, are closed, as though, 
like Baal, our god had forever ceased to con- 
cern himself with the affairs of his votaries,—a 
28 embodiment of the Divinity worshiped 

fear and trembling. doubtless, by his human 
creator. The craving for a religion must indeed 
be deep-rooted in the heart of man if, rather 
than be alone in the universe around him, 
he was fain to invent monsters like this stony 
abortion, deaf, hateful, pitiless. 

Near him lies another,—owl-eved, armless, 
legiess, wholly terrible. One has fins as a fish; 
another might be a man, though the bead is a 
dog’s. Here is something less dreadful,—a 
stone idol recalling those clumsy saow-menu we 
used to take delight in building up and knock- 
iog down when we were boys. Look at this un- 
fortunate! A fragment of a deity, with a trunk 
and a head, a waist encircled modestly by 
an artfully-disposed girdle, meant appar- 
ently to replace the traditional fig-leaf, 
which had probably been abandoned 
about his time by the  fashionables 
of the Heaven or Hell he sprang from. Oddest 
ofall. and not extremely repugnant, is a rude 
ditt iug figure, with a tiny head. lost between 
misshapen shoulders, arms akimbo, and legs 
ridiculously, disproportionately gigantic. 

The Mexicans have also sept over a number 
of interesting specimens of pottery, ancient and 
modern,—some mere grotesque, others (the 
later examples) gaudy, meretricious, and 
coarse. There are jugs, colored a dirty 
puce; with gilt decorations representing leaves 

fishes; bowls and dishes of various 
bues, from a staring vermilion to blue 
and green. In no singie case cap you 
see any sign that might ‘cad you to say, This 
nation had some idea of beauty). 

Rich in interest as these things are to the an- 
tiquarian, most people turn from them with a 
sigh of relief to a charming array of beautifully- 
modeled wax figures, illustrating the different 
types and costumes of Mexico. Every class of 

exican society, wild and civilized, is repre- 
sented,—from the “noble savage and his 
copper-skinned squaw, to the street-venders of 
vegetables, the water-carriers, the strolling 
pavers, and the shop-keepers of the towns. 

reat taste and skill have been dispiayed in 
making these figures, and they are being much 
admired. f 

We Europeans, in common, perhaps, with 

many Yankees, are accustomed to think of 
as a land utterly barbarous, and given 
up to adventurers. It is well that we sbould 
remember, now and then, for mere truth’s sake, 
that the country has statesmen, orators, think- 
ers, musicians, poets, architects, historians (and 
astropomers even). just as more favored Re- 
publics. You may see a collection of their 
portraits (cleverly drawn in pencil) at the Champ 
de Mars, which will set the doubt 2 vou have 
any) at rest forever. Most of the distinguished 
persons exhibited are—i trust—prophets in 
their own country, for they are certainly 
not out of it. That there bave been 
at architects in Mexico, at any rate, is plain- 

y demonstrated by the water-color sketches of 
A SCORE OF FINE CATHEDRALS, 
shown in the same case as the portraits. Most 
noteworthy are the Cathedral of Mexico, im- 
mense, ponderous, classical; that of Guadala- 
2 remindmg one faintiy of Hindoo temples; 

a Santisima, with its leaning walls and towers 
its grand doorway and its uaintly-sculptured 
front: Loreto, correctly classic; the mighty 
mass of La Comdauſa at Puebla; and the 
odd, clumsy, rambling Soledad de Daxaca. 
The Spaniards must de thanke for 
these, though, and for much g and 
evil besides. exico also exhfbits one glorious 

e of silken drapery, intended for a door- 
anging. It is worked with extraordinary flue- 
ness, and covered all over with fanciful designs 
in the most irreproachable taste, counterfejting 
leaves, birds, and flowers, which are varied here 
and there — ues and vases, in soft har- 
monies of blue, yellow, green, white, and rea. 
Price (this always interests practical people) 
only 30,000 francs. Given away, in fact. 

More fascinating to me. aud, I am satisfied, 
more fascinating to naturalists, than the fine 
exhibit of Mexico, is the small but beautiful 
show of its neighbor,

ble of stowing away about 20,000 criminals at 
the least, and suggestive of gloomy doubts as to 
the morality of the tity. 

As to Peru, its exnivite are of the simplest. 
Guano in bottles, more guano, and guano again; 
granite gods, more rudely hewn than the Mexi- 
cau idols even; skins, and specimens of ancient 
Peruvian pottery. This is all. Only this, and 
nothing more.“ HART MELTZER.

We first saw him from the deck of the Unser 
Fritz, as that gallant steamer was preparing to 
leave the port of New York for Plymouth, 
Havre, and Hamburg.

We extract the following from the biographical notice 
of Capt. Mackenzie inthe Westsnineter Pipers for Oc- 
tober: The American chess champion is a scion of an 
ancient Scottish family, and was born near Aberdeen 
on the 24th of March, i837. When about 20 years of 
axe he was gazetted toa commussion inthe sixtieth 

fies, and, after serving some years with the colors in 
India, made his Orst appearance inthe chess arena in 
that paradise of the soldier, the gay and festive City of 
Dublin. At that time (1869) the Dublin Cheas Club 
numbered amonog its members amateurs whose chess 
force was second to none in the vrovinces. Sir John 
Blunden and the Key. Mr. salmon had not then retired 
from the practice of the game, and the Rey. Mr. Mac- 
donnell was rapidly developing the qualities which have 
since placed bim among the foremost players of our 
time. Kvyen against competitors such as the 
young Lieutenant displayed remarkable chess power, 
and the London Tournament of 1562 afforded him an 
opportunity of pitting himself 
master of the art then im the fle 


only. He won both games of Anderssen, won two and 
lost one with Mr. Medley, and won two and drew two 
with Mr. Deacon. Of the fourteen eames he played in 
this tourney he won ten, drew two, and lost two,—a 
score that, it is hardly necessary to say, secured the 
first prize. In the course of the year 1862 he had played 
a series of short matenes with the Rev. Mr. Macdon- 
nell, the score ip which showed a majority in 
favor of the latter,—seven games to four, we believe; 
but in a match arranged tween them, and com- 
menced in the December of that year, Mackenzie car- 
ried = victory with a score of six games to three and 
two draws 


In the year 1865 he settled in New York, and, be- 
coming a member of the Chess Club in that city, met 
over the chess-board the best players in the States. 
From that year his career is an uninterrupted series of 
victories, presenting, such a record, indeed, as no player 
save Morphy can claim to have surpassed. Mr. Me - 
kenzie’s victories in America were as follows:

‘*s. Won the first prize in the Cafe International 
Tournament, held in New York in the year 1876, the 
other prize-winners being, second, Mir Alberont!; 
third and fourth, a tie between Mr. H. E. Bird and Mr. 
Mason.

NEW YORK. 
SKEESIX. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Naw York, Oct. 31.—Skeesix is here. She 
‘arrived last Saturday night. Her other name is 
Lotta. The medium through which she ſutro- 
duced herself this time was “La Cigale,” orig- 
inally constructed bv Meilhac and Halevy, recon- 
structed by enterprising Olive Logan, and copi- 
ously scissored by Skeesix herself. Unlike 
Olive Logan’s newspaper correspondence, there 
is no mention in “La Cigale” of either Consul 
Sikes or his gifted and beautiful wife,—but per- 
haps that part of it belongs to the portion of 
the drama which we are told that Lotta cut out, 
as unsuited to her. 

„La Cigale” should have been called Non- 
sense Let Loose.“ It captivates because Lotta 
is the central figure. It is funny because it is 
senseles mlously so. It is applauded by 
New-Yorkers because it is ‘‘Frenchy ”; or it is 
what they think is Frenchy, which is just the 
same. For instance, in the first act there is an 
old solicitor who has been engaged by a noble 
family to hunt up their daughter, who bas 
been stolen by gypsies in her infancy. 
The real daughter, of course, is Skeesix. But 
this old solicitor grabs every young girl in 
every town he goes into, rushes her off to his 
private room, and questions her antecedents. 
In this first act he leaves the stage with four or 
five of them, one at a time, remains in his 
private room with Hach three or four minutes, 
and then sends them away. We are not told 


| whether the intervening time is passed in hunt- 


ing for strawberry marks, and the effect is per- 
plexing. But of course it is very Frenchy tor 
this bald-headed old coager to lead these girls 
into his private room, when he might just as 
well question them in the hotel parlors.

Tbat gentleman, 
however, declines the liberal offer for target 
practice, and declares that he will recognize 
u es as his assassin. Curtain. Jwies is convict- 
ed upon the Cowat’s evidence.

In the meantime, the Count, by the way, Ras 
hauded in his checks, and at the last moment 
confessed that /wles was not the murderer.

THE NEW OPERA OF “ CARMEN.” 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New York, Oct. 31.—The third-nicht verdict 
on a new opera is the critical one. Carmen 
has had fts third night, and the verdict seems to 
be that itis a go.“ It is not a great popular 
success; not one of those musical events which 
set the town a talking and create a positive fu- 
rore; but it may be considered a popular suc- 
cess without any adjectives. Whether this is 
the opinion of the professional critics, is not the 
question here. Threg crowded houses and an 
evident gratification on the part of the hundreds 
who formed the crowded houses—these are the 
best tokens of the popular verdict. 

The success of Carmen, it may as well be 
admitted frankly, is due to Mr. Mapleson’s 
presentation of it, not to the opera itself. The 
company is strong, the opera is weak. The 
company succeeds in carrying the opera 
through. Proof at hand rests in the fact that 
“Carmen” in Philadelphia, produced by the 
Strakosch troupe, was a failure. This was more 
the fault of the opera than of the Kellogg-Cary 
combination. In that case the burden was too 
heavy, and the artists went under. It makes 
no matter whether or not Mr. Strakosch had 
the correct score-the correct score could not 
save him a failure. It is equally doubtful 
whether 

MLLE. LITTA, WHO BROKE WITH HIM 

so unceremoniously, could have helped him 
out. It requires the admirable and well-nigh 
perfect acting of Miss Minnie Hauk to make 
Carmen a taking role; and, even with her as 
the piquant gypsy, the opera would not do at 
all without a Campanini as Don Jose, without a 
Del Puente as the dashing Toreador, without a 
beautiful trio of voices for the gypsy friends of 
the heroine aud Jfichaela, the abandoned 
peasant girl; or without the chorus and 
orchestra, the equal of which has never been 
heard before in America,—in fact, without just 
that complete ensemble and exquisite setting 
which Mr. Mapleson has provided at the Acade- 
my. Anything less would be failure; anything 
more it would be difficult to make out of Bizet's 
opera. 

„Carmen is full of hard and conscientious 
work. The musicians who play the score night 
after night say that they are continually discov- 
ering new beavties and original effects. There 
are passages of great charm, differing so much 
from the other perts as to seem interpolations. 
Much of the music is above the subject. On the 
whole, however, there is something unsatisfac- 
tory about the performance. The secret may 
he iu the fact that the subject is unworthy of 
embodiment in music. The author is consist- 
ent in working t the character of a pretty, 
willful, beartless gypsy girl. 

HER FLIRTATIONS AND AMOURS 

are properly paraded in enticing form. But it 
is to her matic action, rather than to the 
music she sings, that Carmen owes whatever 
success she achieves. Now it will probably be 
conceded by all that an opera which depends 
upon dramatic action more than upon its mu- 
sic, cannot in any scuse be 4 great opera. Car- 
meu“ may cause an evening to pass agreeably, 
but it lacks the element of human interest, 
lacks the’ soul fire that arouse 
and quicken the pulse of the audience, 
and lacks also the high and noble purpose 
that renders music an incentive to worthier life 
and action. What human interest can centre 
in a heroine who never touches love, who is 
merely a natural coquette! Carmen wins & 
soldier by a smile, and a bouquet entices him 
from duty, from his mother, and the girl he 
has promised to marry makes him an outlaw 
and smuggler. And for what? Not to bestow 
upon him a gypsy’s passion and devotion in re- 
turn for his surrenaer; merely to jilt him for a 
dashing buil-fighter. Don Jose will not give 
her up, but his infatuation never rises to any- 
thing worthy the name of love, and in its lat- 
sor tore is revenge 
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act, gy are assem- 
bied at the tavern of Lillas Protas is the most 
striking and effective, and justifies the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Mapleson’s scenic artist. 

THE CA8T. 
is strong throughout. As a piece of dramatic 
action, Miss Hauk’s impersonation of Carmen is 
beyoud criticism. The character is exactly 
adapted to her, and in it she shows the genuine 
artist, The musical requirements are slight, 
and quite within her powers. Signor Campanini 
has surprised everybody by his development of 
ability in the same direction. His acting in the 
fourth act is the finest he has ever displayed 
here, and places him in the very front among 
tenors. His voice has not equally improved, 
but it has lost little. Signor Del Puente 
is not singing so well as when 
was here before, but his Zecamillo is good 
enough to sustain the hich character of the 
cast unimpaired. The smugglers, Ji Dancairo 
and Ji Remendado, or Signor Grazzi and M. 
Thierry, make a strong combination with Car- 
men's gipsy/friends, ¥ ta and Mercedes,as- 
sumed by Mile. Robiati and Mme. Lablache. The 
Michaela of Mme. Linico is admirably taken, 
and introduced a carefully trained artist with a 
sweet and winning, if not powerful, voice. The 
trio in the third act, the quintette following 
and all the combination parts, beautifully graded 
aud running into full chorus, were rendered 
superbly, and displayed the great effectiveness 
of a troupe good throughout. 
MLB. GERSTER 

is not yet sufficiently well to venture to sing, 
and Carmen“ will continue to be played on 
the subscription-nights until she is prepared to 
make her debut. musical critic of excellent 
judgment who heard Mile. Gerster sing recently 
in Europe predicts that she will become a great 
favorite. Her range is high as Patti's, to E flat 
and F,and her voice is full of tenderness 
aud sympathetic power. Her - repertoire 
Includes half a dozen of the operas which are 
always attractive.“ Lohengrin“ is one*of them, 
„II Poritani” another. She is to debut in “La 
Sonnambula,”’ as at first proposed. 

As to Carmen's place among the operas 
which hold public favor in tnis country, it is not 
at all likely the new opera will take rank with 
the older and established works. It has not the 
requisite strengh to win permanency iu the same 
repertoire with“ Mignon,” “ Troyatore,” La 
Sonnambula,““ “II Puritani,’”’ “Der Freischutz,”’ 
„Lohengrin,“ Martha,“ The Bohemian Girl,” 
„Lucia di Lammermoor, Fra Diavolo,“ and 
„Faust.“ In that sense of success there is no 
guaranty for the future of Bizet’s last work. 

As to Mr. Mapleson’s season. his success is 
assured. Deprived of his chief attraction—for 
Miss Hauk cannot be considered as ranking with 
Mile. Gerster iv that respect—and compelled to 
overwork the second oy of his company, his 
season bas nevertheless opened auspicionsly. 
The off nights are fair, the subscription nights 
are splendid in point of attendance. There is no 
furore as yet, but there is money in the house. 

MUSICAL NOTBS. 

Of the Mapleson tenors, Campanini is winning 
the laurels. Frapoiliis not sustaining the rep- 
utation he made while with the Strakosch com- 
pany last year, and attracts the very least of at- 
tention. am informed, by the way, that he is 
to be sued by Mr. Heury Mapleson for breach of 
contract. If Frapolli is in poor fortune at pres- 
ent, be has himself to thank forit. He refused 
an offer of $2,000 a month from Max Strakosch 
last spring, and entered into contract with Mr. 
Henry Mapleson to become one of the Roze-Ma- 
pleson combination this season. The excellent 
conditions obtained for him were that he should 
receive 45 percent of tue net receipts. As the 
combination has thus far done an excellent busi- 
ness, Frapolli would have been in feather. But 
he went to London to sing at Her Majesty’s. Mr. 
Mapleson, Sr., thought he would be a useful 
tenor for his troupe, and offered him an extend- 
ed edgagement,—for three years or so. Frapolli 
did not like the idea of traveling, and claimed 
absolution from his contract with Mr. 
Mapleson, Jr., on some point of tech- 
nicality. The result eventually proved that 
the tenor, left to himself, was a bad 
business manager. Instead of being 
at present in receipt of $2,000 a month from

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In answer to the above communication, THE 
TRipune has gone to considerable trouble to 
ascertain the exact facts in regard to the mat- 
ters referred to therein, and especially the dark 
tragedy which for so loug a time laid a blight 
and curse upos turf sports in this city. 

The Cinder Track was situated at the corner 
of State and Thirty-second streets, being bound- 
ed on the north by Thirty-second street, on the 
south by Thirty-fifth, on the east by Indiana 
avenue, and on the west by State street. It 
was a mile track, laid out in precisely the same 

manner as is the recently-built one on the West 
Side, and received its name because of a cover- 
ing of finely-screened cinders. It was built by 
‘the Chicago Driving fark Association in 1861, 
James Van Etta, Milton 8. Patrick, William B. 
Howard. Charles Clarke, and otbers being active 
in its organization. 

On Saturday, the 224 of September, 1866, 
there was a match race for $5,000 announced to 
take place between the then celebi ated trotting 
horses Gen. Butler and Cooley, the former be- 
ing from the East and the latter a Chicago ani- 
mal. The race was mile heats, three in five, in 
harness. Both horses had made a national 
reputation by their performances, and, in conse- 
quence, the track was visited on the day they 
came together by at least 7,000 people. Cooley, 
as belore stated, was a Chicago horse, being 
owned by Hiram Hastings, of this city, 
while the owner of Butler was Charles 
Revere, a well-known butcher of New 
York City. Butler was brought to 
Chicago by William McKeever, a young 
man well known iu turf circles, although not a 
professional driver, his owner not accompanying 
the horse. Sam Crooks, then as now a driver 
with headquarters in this city, had driven Butler 
in several of his races, and was selected by Me- 
Keever to pilot the borse in his great race with 
the Western crack, Cooley. He gave the horse 
his preliminary work, and on the day of the 
race appeared in the sulky behind him when 
the judges’ bell rang for the start to be made. 
Cooley was driven by Bill Riley, a man who 
came to Chicago in 1566 from Detroit. The 
story of this race is soon told. Cooicy won the 
first two heats easily in slow time, and then the 
backers of Gen. Butler demanded that a pew 
driver be put behind him. The desired change 
was made, Crooks getting down, and McKeever, 
in whom everybody had confidence; 
taking his place. The third and fourth 

were won by Gen. Butler m much 
faster time than the preceding ones had been 
trotted in. When the horses came out for the 
fifth heat it was nearly dark, the only licht 
being that from the moon, which bad just 
risen. It was between 7 and 8 o'clock, and the 
crowd demanded a postponement until the fol- 
lowing Monday. But asthe fifth heat would 
be the one, the judges concluded to 
ve it Just before the start was 
made McKeever went into the bar attached to 
the track, and called for a drink of dark 
brandy, saying to Billy Boyle that he would pay 

for it as soon as the beat was trotted. Heh

and was stopved by his rubber, Mike Ward (who 
died last winter in New York), and John 
Croker, now a well-known driver. 

The crowd rushed around to the place where 
the killing occurred, and there, just north of 
the haif-mile pole, poor McKeever was found 
lying on bis back unconscious, his skuli having 
been split from the right temple to a point 
near the base of the brain. The cause of his 
death was soon made clear. A piece of the 
guard-board that formed a portion of the 
inside fence of the track was lying near him 
and on one end of it were clots of blood an 
hair. It was evident that the board had been 
held out by some murderous rascal, who was de- 
termived that Butler should lose the race, even

McKeever was alive, although unconscious, 
when picked up, and was taken to the residence 
of Dr. Gore, then County Physician,-corner of 
Twenty-sixth street and Michigan avenue, where 
he received the best medical attention in the 
city, and was nursed by his friend James Con- 
lisk, who is still aresident of this city. He 
never spoke, however, and died about 2 o’clock 
m the afternoon of the following day.

A visit 
was then made with her to Lexington, Ky., 
where, in the face of a strong wind, she repeat- 
ed ber Cincinnati performance. But ber train- 
er, W. W. Bair. was not satisfied, and a weck 
ago last Saturday another effort was made. 
All the surroundings were in the mare's 
favor, The day was balmy, and, 
although there was quite a breeze 
stirring, i, was not sufficient to impede a horse.

VANDERBILT AND WORK. 

New York papers of a recent date have con- 
siderable to say regarding the rivalry between 
William H. Vanderbilt and Mr. Frank Work as 
to which shall have the best road horses. Van- 
derbilt, it will be remembered, was not vromi- 
nently known in turf circles until the death of 
his father, when he at once began extensive 
purchases of faststock. His first prize was the 
bay mare Lady Mac, whom, with 
Small Hopes, he succeeded in driv- 
ing a mile over Fleetwood Park to 
road wagon in 2:23, a performance that it is not 
likely will soon be equaled. He then bought 
the Illinois trotters Capt. Jack and Little Fred. 
The former he still retains, but the latter was 
too quick for any borse Mr. Vanderbilt couid 

urchase to mate him, and was re-sold to the 

igbee Bros., of Canton, III., his original 
owners. This fall Mr. Vanderbilt gave the 
chestnut gelding Lysander Boy, record 2:20%, a 
trial, and was so pleased with him that a sale 
was made, the price paid being $10,000. He 
then entered into negotiations for the wonderful 
four-year-old mare Maud S., and her 
for $21,000 after she had trotted in 2:17. His 
latest purchase is the Western trotter Doc 
Lewis, which he intends driving with Capt. 
Jack. This horse has quite a 2 and is un- 
doubtedly one of the best trotters in the coun- 
try. He was bred by J. C. Deyo, of Michigan, 
who was also the owner of Small Hopes, and at 
the time Bill McGerrigan started on his famous 
tour with that horse, which ended in himself 
and the animal being expeiled from all National 
Association tracks, Floyd Deyo was “ringing ”’ 
Doc Lewis under the name of Flexible. Last 
spring the horse, then having a record 
of 2:30, was purchased by a Wisconsin 
map, and his subsequent career has been one of 
almost uninterrupted success. He has started 
in thirty races, of which be won twenty-seven, 
reduced his record to 2:24, and finally been sold 
at a long price to Mr. Vanderbilt. Doc Lewis is 
bv Marshal! Chief; he by Vermont Hero, a son of 
Hill’s Blackhawk, the sire of Ethan Allen. 

Of Mr. Vanderbilt’s other horses, it may be 
said that Small Hopes and Lady Mac are in no 
condition for fast work. Arthur Boy and Mack 
are being driven by Mr. Vanderbilt's son, and 
Rutledge has been nted to Dan Mace. 

Mr. Work has only two borses fit for use,— 
Bill Thunder and Edward, and they at present 
form his road team. The other horses in his 
stable are John W. Hall, Frank Reeves, Frank 
Davis, and Modoc and mate. Mr. Work has 
sent an agent into the country to purchase 
three or four good horses. He will soon give 
George B. Daniels a trial with Edward, and if 
he suits purchase him. 

REMINISCENCES OF LADY SUFFOLK. 

Suffolk Driving Park, Huntington, L. I., was 
the scene recently of a trotting meeting, and a 
New York Sun reporter who was present 
gleaned the following interesting facta regard- 
ing the once famous mare Lady Suffolk. 

Formerly the Suffolk-Park course was used for 
exercising the famous trotting mare Lady Suffolk. 
The present manager of the course, Uncie Bill 
Johnson. weil known to all horsemen, resides in 
the old house on the track. Uncle Bill is always 
glad to see any of the boys. who are now old 
men, and he never forgets to order his hostiers to 
take good care of the horses, and fetch paiis of 
water for them from the green pump. Uncle Bill 
will often sit down with a party of friends and tell 
stories of trotting in days gone by. Uncle Bill says 
that thirty-five years ago nearly all trotting was 
done under the saddle, and the jockeys had to 
possess great strength and endurance. 

Uncle Bill was asked yesterday before the trots 
to give the history of the famous Lady Suffolk. He 
aid: Why, boys, bless you, I knew the mare 
fromacolt. Suffolk, when she was young, was a 
dark iron gray. Dave Bryant, ber owner, trotted 
her forty years ago, and beat the chestnut mare 
Kate Horn to saddle right here on this track. 
Uncle Elias De Forrest and Billy Jarvis, 
two leading sporting men of t day, 
after the trot asked Bryant what he would 
take for the mare. He said 5200, and they 
offered $150, which was refused. Before going 
home Jarvis said: Elias, we bad deuer buy the 
mare, to which De Forrest replied, ** All right.”

OLD-TIME NEWS. 
The St. Louis Spirit of a recent dat) contained 
a four-column article on base-ball, i being com- 
posed mostly of reminiscences fugnished by 
Ed Cuthbert. The following extrgct is about

There are some facts connected with base- ball 
which are very noteworthy. Almost all of the 
„big“ nines have proven failures, This was 
notaoly the case when the Mutual management, by 
large offers, got hold of the flower of the Atlantic 
team, and got badly broken up before. the season 
had pro far. ‘The Olympics of Washin u 
had a similar experience, and the Troy Club of 
1872 was gathered at an expense of many thousand 
doilars, but succumbed before the season was half 
—— The Balumore Clab in the following 
year, headed by McVey, was doomed to a some 
what similar experience, although the nine was 
drawn from the best individual talent in the 
country. 

On the other hand, the Chic Clab of 1870 was 
composed of the poorest kind of odds ana ends, 
with the eaception of three or four of the nine.

Tampering with a Juror to Screen 
Clem Periolat. 


Affidavit of Ex-Ald. A. H. Smith-Some- 
thing for First District Voters. 


The followiug affidavit will be read with inter- 
est. It is made by Mr. A. H. Smith, formerly 
of this city, who for two years represented the 
present Tenth Ward in the Council, and tow 
doing business m Milwaukee. The statements 
made by him under oath deserve the considera- 
tion of the electors of the First Senatorial Dis- 
trict, to most of whom he is personally known: 


Mitwavuxes. Oct. 31, 1878.—70 the Voters of 
the First Senatorial District, Chicago, II., X. 
H. Smith, being first duly sworn, upon his oath 
deposes and says: That some time during the fall 
in the year 1876, to-wit, at the time when éev- 
eral of the County Commissioners of Cook County, 
who, in counection with one Clem Perio 
been indicted before a Grand Jury within said 
county for defrauding the people thereof out of 
certain sums of money, were beinz tried before 
the Criminal Court of Cook County, he (A. H. 
Smith) was a citizen thereof, and was duly served 
by order of said Court for a special venire of 
jurors, and responded to hie name when called; 
whereupon he was questioned by the Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, the Hon. M. F. ‘Tuley, 
and accepted as a juryman, after which the at- 
torney for the defense, Mr. Trude, put among 
other questions to your deponent the following: 
Do yoa belong to the City Council?“ Do you 
in part represent the Tenth Ward?“ ‘*is Ald. 
White your colleagne!’—all of whieh were 
answered in the affirmative, whereupon he 
(Trude) mformed the Court he would accept Mr. 
Smitb for the at es reserving the 
right to challenge him before being finally sworn 
in to try the case. Your deponent upon his oath 
further says that next morning upon his arrival at 
the Court-House, and while in the act of steppin 
out of bis buggy on Michigan street, near Clar 
street, in the City of Chicago. Ald. George E. 
White, of the Tenth Ward, approached and ac- 
costed him. not as a good and law-abiding citizen 
would have done, but as traitor and rerjurer.-—as 
a traitor to the Constitution of the country and 
State, and asa perjurer as Alderman of the City 
of Chicago, in which position he so lately bad 
taken a solemn oath to uphold the law and pre- 
serve the peace to the best of his ability, that 
the echo therefrom wae yet ringing sh upon 
our ears. He said to your deponent the following: 
„A friend of mine called on me last evening, 
and wanted to know if he could reach you 
through me; that you were on their jury. I told 
shim 1 did not know about that, as Smith ana 
myself bad not been very friendly in the 
Council, but I would try. Now, Smith, what 1 
want you to do is to hang out for acquittal to the 
end, if the only one in the lot. Lamon Periolat's 
bond, you know, and my pecuniary interest in this 
matter ia such that I cannot afford to have these 
men convicted, and, knowing that you were op- 
to the Commissioners’ course in the Court- 
ouse stone matter, they are afraid you might take 
extra pains to have them convicted. Your depo- 
nent assured him he would do no such thing, and 
departed for the Court- House a wiser man im 
crooked ways. Yourdeponent further says that he 
shortly afterwards informed the Hon. M. F. Tuley 
and others of this incident, and oy it now for 
the benefit of the electors of the First Senatorial 
District of the City of Chicago, on re through 
the daily Chicago press that said George E. White, 
tnrough some hocus pocus or mistake, has secured 
a place on the Republican ticket in said district, 
and is asking through the suffrage of an unsuspect- 
ing publie to be sent to Springteld, whereas his 
superior as a candidate for the half-way station 
(Joliet) would be hard to find.

ever put up in this city, and is said to be the 
handsomest dry-goods store in the world, The 
stores of Yaris, while more ornate, are not so 
large nor so well built. The cost of 
the new building, allowing for the value of 
the brick, and stone, and iron saved from the 
fire, will be $500,000. This, of course, does not 
include the ground. The whole structure is ab- 
solutely fire-proof. The floors are of brick, laid 
in arches between fron joists. Over the brick 
there are layers of cement, felt, and cement 
ac‘ain, on which is laid the flooring of Georgia 
pine. All the openings in the floors for elevat- 
ors, light shafts, etc., are so protected that any 
ove floor may be flooded with water to the 
depth of several inches without  spill- 
ing over on the floors below.
